Omni-House prevents youths from reaching end of road

The 13-year-old kid Is nervous. He 


•touches further down In the chair and 
rccrosics his long, blucjeancd legs. 
Brushing his hair out of his eyes with a 
shaking hand, he blurts out his story. 


"Look man, I didn't do nothln'. I mean 


that teacher just doesn't like me, so she 
kicked me out. Hey, you know my old 
man wouldn't understand that, so I had 
to split -1 had to." 


It's a familiar alibi, one Harry Wells, 


Omni-Houic counselor, has heard from 
lots of other runaways. Lots of other kids 
like this youth who doesn't really under- 
stand why they leave home, why life is 
unbearable there. 


Some minor scrape a kid gets into can 


trigger the impulse to run, Wells said, 
but usually It's just a manifestation of 
trouble that's been brewing for a long 
time. 


The suburban lifestyle contributes to a 


situation Wells said Is difficult 
for 


many adolescents to handle. 


A COMMUTING father who catches 


the 6 a.m. train to the city not to return 
until late evening often leaves behind a 
networking wife. Lonely, with too much 
time on tier hands, Wells said she turns 
to her children for attention she can't get 
from her absent husband. 


Without realizing it, he said, she be- 


comes a "smother mother," quelchlng 


with well-meaning affection the natural 
teen-age desires for freedom and Inde- 
pendence until she literally drives her 
child to make a break for it. 


"This is the kind of mother who very 


often says, 'My whole life is my chil- 
dren,' " Wells explained. "When a child 
reaches puberty, there's a normal storm 
of conflict Inside him between wanting 
freedom and needing to depend on his 
mother. But when she puts too tight a 
rein on him, she forces him to look for 
ways to get away from her." 


So, he runs, Last year, 51 kids In the 


Wheeling-Buffalo Grove area took off, 
most for one, maybe two days. They 
don't usually go far, friends put them up 


for a couple of nights and then they near- 
ly always show up for school. 


That's when they're picked up by the 


local police and returned to their worried 
parents. Often the juvenile officer han- 
dling the case will suggest counseling 
through Omni-House, a youth services 
bureau that operates out of a storefront 
at 516 N. Milwaukee Ave. in Wheeling. 


THE COUNSELING is not just for the 


runaway, it's for the entire family. 


"We don't isolate the child and say, 


hey, you're the patient here, you're the 
one who needs to be fixed," Wells said. 
"The whole family is In trouble." 


After talking individually with the 


child and the parents, the professional 
psychologists, social workers and min- 
isters at Omni-House set up the kind of 
counseling they think will be most benefi- 
cial. 


Sometimes, it's essentially marriage 


counseling, to help the parents recognize 
and work out the problems between them 
that are affecting the child. 


The child is not allowed, however, to 


blame his behavior on his parents' diffi- 
culties. He is encouraged to join Omni- 
House teen groups, not therapy groups, 
but kids involved in a variety of projects 
and activities. As part of the group, the 
child must learn to accept the responsi- 


bility for his acts and function as a con- 
tributing member. 


THE FIGURES are not an entirely ac- 


curate measure of the success of the 
Omni-House approach, but out of the 51 
local teenagers who left home last year, 
only four felt as though they had to get 
away again. 


"We've found that getting to the par- 


ents seems to be the answer — approach- 
ing the fact that a kid runs away as a 
family problem," Wells said. "As long as 
the relationship between the parents Im- 
proves and so increases their effective- 
ness as parents; the behavior of the child 
almost always improves. Unfortunately, 
the converse is also true."

viewed 30 applicants and commissioners 
seeking reappointment. Seven persons 
failed to come to scheduled interviews, 
and three persons notified the board they 
could not appear until a later date. 


The interviews, arranged earlier this 


month, were scheduled after Lang sug- 
gested dissolving several commissions 
for lack of activity. Problems with the 
commissions have been a recurring issue 
In the village, with some commissioners 
charging that the village board has failed 
to provide direction for their activities. 


Recently, members of the zoning board 


and plan commission have complained 
that the one vacancy on each of their 
boards has created quorum problems. 
Several meetings were canceled this 
summer because not enough members 
were in attendance. 


There have been openings on these two 


commissions since last year when 
Douglas Carglll vacated his seats on 
both. Although there has been consid- 
erable discussion about these vacancies, 
the village board only recently began to 
take steps to fill them. 


DURING THE Interviews, members of 


the board questioned applicants on their 
reasons for requesting certain commis- 
sions, the time they could devote to the 
commission, and whether they would be 
willing to serve on other commissions if 
the seat they requested was not avail- 
able. 


Some applicants were also asked about 


possible conflicts of interest as well as 
the impact on recent government scan- 
dals on their views of public service. In 
some cases, the board members openly 
recommended that certain applicants be 
appointed. 


Lang said once the Interviews are com- 


pleted, the board members will have to 
meet to decide who should be recom- 
mended to fill the vacancies. The trustee 
said this meeting might be lengthy be- 
cause of the large number of applicants. 


During this meeting, the trustees will 


also decide what action to take on Lang's 
proposed dissolution of the industrial, hu- 
man relations and public relations com- 
missions.

Miss Valenza served as a temporary 


clerk in the department from early June 
to Aug. 13, when she was hired on a per- 
manent basis. Although the Job opening 
was posted in the village hall, none of the 
village employes applied for the post. 


Lt. Thomas Conte said he interviewed 


four persons for the Job, including Miss 
Valenza. He said three of the interviews 
were conducted for the temporary posi- 
tion, with the fourth person applying for 
the position after the temporary Job was 
filled. 


"The position turned into 'a full-time 


position," he said, nothing that the police 


department hired the temporary to cover 
the department until the 1973-74 budget 
was approved. 


Miss Valenza's duties include "the pro- 


cessing and filing of all records and cor- 
respondence in the records department," 
according to Conte. Although the other 
records clerks also act as police ma- 
trons, Conte said Miss Valenza will not 
serve in this capacity because she is not 
legally old enough to do so. 


Village Mgr. George Passolt said the 


position has a salary of $604 per month. 


Miss Valenza applied for the police de- 


partment position in April, while her fa- 
ther was still trustee. She was not hired, 
however, until June when her father re- 
tired from the village board. 


I won't pay 
for snake 
hunt: keeper

Although Buffalo Grove officials say 


they are continuing with plans to bill Da- 
vid Pearson for costs of the recent vil- 
lage snake hunt, the youth stated flatly 
that he would not pay. 


The snake hunt developed Saturday af- 


ternoon when Pearson, 18, told police 
that Seymour, which he described as 
being a deadly cobra snake, escaped 
from his residence at 568 Maple Dr. 


After three days of frantic search, 


however, village officials announced that 
they believed Seymour was a non-poi- 
sonous rat snake. Officials based this 
opinion on testimony from a snake ex- 
pert who examined a shedded skin which 
police said came from the escaped 
snake. 


Pearson was unaware of the village 


getting ready to bill or sue him until con- 
tacted by The Herald yesterday. 


"I WOULD TAKE it to the highest 


court I could find," Pearson said when 
asked about the possibility of the village 
Initiating civil action in the courts to col- 
lect the damages. 


The decision to attempt to bill Pearson 


for the search costs came in the form of 
a resolution which was passed by a 64) 
vote of the village board Monday night. 


The resolution states that the village 


should determine the cost of the search 
and present a bill to Pearson. In th« 
event Pearson cannot or will not pay the 
bill, the resolution directs the village at- 
torney to Initiate the civil action. 


In proposing the resolution, Trustee 


Thomas Mahoney said he did not think 
village taxpayers should be forced to pay 
for a search that was caused by the neg- 
ligence of one resident. 


Pearson said yesterday, however, that 


he did not feel he had been guilty of any 
negligence in connection with the snake. 


IN DISPUTING THE charge of negli- 


gence Pearson said he informed the po- 
lice that he was keeping the snakes the 
second day after he received them for 
safekeeping from Eugene Bowling, a 
Wheeling friend. This was about a month 
and a half ago, he said. 


He said he invited Buffalo Grove police 


officer Charles Weidner in to look at the 
snakes, which included Seymour, two 
boa snakes and a water snake. 


In addition, Pearson said he and Bowl. 


Ing asked Weidner to check on the legal- 
ity of keeping the snakes. He said he of- 
fered to remove the snakes Immediately 
if there was any law prohibiting them or 
if he was presented by a petition signed 
by 50 village residents asking for remov- 
al of the snakes. 


ABOUT A WEEK later the police told 


Pearson that he could legally keep the 
snakes, Pearson said. While the police 
have confirmed the entire incident, po- 
lice chief Harry Walsh has said that th« 
department was mistakenly acting on 
"bad advice." 


Pearson also said he would refuse to 


pay for the search costs because he dis- 
approved of the manner in which police 
conducted the snake hunt. 


Pearson said although he had con- 


sented to the shoot-to-kill order which po- 
lice issued, he felt that the shotguns used 
in the snake hunt were both unnecessary 
and dangerous. He also said he felt po- 
lice should not have started the search at 
the house and then moved outward, as 
they did, since Pearson said he thought 
this would tend to drive the snake away 


Although Pearson voiced criticism of 


the police methods in hunting Seymour 
he said Monday that be was following a 
police recommendation to avoid further 
public comment on the snake itself He 
said the recommendation was aimed at

"We ask for 
understanding and cooperation from our readers and adverti- 
sers during this critical period." 


'Blackout' cable replaced 


Work crows from the Commonwealth 


Edison Co. yesterday were replacing a 
burned cable following a fire that caused 
a temporary blackout at O'Hare Airport 
late Tuesday evening. 


Firemen from the Chicago's 6th Divi- 


sion extinguished a fire which began 
nround 11 p.m. In an electrical equip- 
ment vault beneath a manhole- near the 
cost end of the airport. The fire caused a 
blackout that lasted for more than an 
hour and affected three buildings within 
the airport complex, 300 guest rooms at 
the O'Haro International Tower and part 
of n 0,000-cnr capacity garage near the 
hotel. 


All power was restored shortly after 


midnight when engineers from Com- 
monwealth Edison redirected the power 


load onto the two cables not damaged by 
the fire. 


E. T. Quintan, a spokesman from the 


Commonwealth Edison Co., said the 
cause of the cable fire Is not yet known. 
However, he added that the fire "could 
have been started by heat generated by 
the cable itself or by hot weather." 


According to a hotel spokesman, most 


of ttte guests who occupied the 300 guest 
rooms at the O'Hare International Tow- 
ers slept through the ordeal while some 
moved to the unaffected section of the 
newly built hotel. 


Workers from the power company are 


replacing the 34,000 volt burned cable 
and cleaning the area after firemen 
pumped dry chemicals into the manhole 
to put out the fire.

IN BOISE, IDAHO, publisher Robert 


Miller Jr. of the Idaho Statesman, asked 
his staff for tighter editing, smaller 
headlines, less art and fewer features to 
reduce the number of pages. 


The Cleveland Plain Dealer dropped 


some Sunday features because of the 
shortage and used leftover holiday color 
rolls for some Tuesday editions. 


The Milwaukee Journal said its paper 


would be smaller and fewer copies would 
be sold. The Milwaukee Sentinel reduced 
its size. 


Madison Newspapers Inc., publisher of 


the Wisconsin State Journal and the 
Madison Capital Times, said it had not 
received a paper shipment since Aug. 10. 
The papers restricted ad sizes, elimi- 
nated some features and cut down news- 
stand sales. 
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School milk cutback may be restored

Probe severity of winter fuel shortage 


A legislative study unit In Springfield heard testimony yes- 


terday from fuel firms, farm groups and school chiefs to 
determine the severity of this winter's fuel shortage. The 
panel was told: a food shortage was possible due to lack of 
gas to dry crops. Many schools will not be able to remain 
open throughout winter. On the basis of current LP gas con- 
tracts, state users could fall 115 million gallons short of the 
1971 use figure. 


Plan to ask probe of Walker TV monitor 
State Sen. Stanley Weaver said ho plans to ask for a special 


legislative probe of a $25,000 contract awarded by Gov. Daniel 
Walker's office for monitoring Illinois TV newscasts. Weaver 
believes the plan Is to determine the exposure the governor is 
receiving. Walker's press secretary says it's to hear the prob- 
lems of state from an outside source.

Four inmates in charge of processing newly arrived prison- 


ers have escaped from the House of Correction. The four got 
out of a first-floor window and climbed a 20-foot high fence to 
escape.

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White House to appeal historic ruling 
Sirica: 'give tapes to me' 


(From Herald news servicei) 


Chief U.S. District Judge John J. Sirica 


— taking what he called the "middle 
ground" — Wednesday ordered Presi- 
dent Nixon to produce Watergate-ori- 
ented White House tapes and documents 
for his private Inspection. 


The White House announced almost 


immediately that Nixon would not com- 
ply, hinting an appeal might be taken 
directly to the U.S. Supreme Court. 


Sirica's unprecedented action was in 


answer to the suit by special Watergate 
prosecutor Archibald Cox, seeking the 
tapes- and other documents for what 
might be conclusive evidence about alle- 
gations of perjury, conspiracy to obstruct 
justice and other criminal activities on 
the part of Nixon's former White House 
and campaign aides. 
• Sirica, In his 23^page opinion, said he 


should study the materials first to see 
which — If any — could go to the Water- 
gate grand jury without violating nation- 
al security, or whether they were rele- 
vant at all to the grand jury's in- 
vestlgation. 


The decision was not a clear victory 


for Cox, but the thrust clearly was In his 
favor, and a spokesman said Cox and his 
prosecuting team were "naturally very 
pleased." 


Sirica said he had tried "to walk the 


middle ground between a failure to de- 
cide the question of executive privilege 
at one extreme, and a wholesale delivery 
of tapes to the grand jury at the other." 


Sirica rejected as "not persuasive" ar- 


guments by White House lawyers that 
Nixon alone can decide to withhold the 
tapes to protect the public interest and 
the privacy of the presidency, and that

the doctrine of separation of powers pre- 
vented any court from compelling him to 
release them. 


Said Sirica: "The grand jury has a 


right to every man's evidence," in- 
cluding that held by the President. 


The White House responded that the 


ruling was "Inconsistent" with the Pres- 
ident's position that to release the tapes 
would violate a confidentiality of the 
presidency necessary to the conduct of 
the office. 


Given five days by Sirica to appeal, 


the White House said, "Counsel are now 
considering the possibility of obtaining 
appellate review or how otherwise to sus- 
tain the President's position." 


That was seen as a hint that the case 


might be taken directly to the Supreme 
Court, where the case is destined for res- 
olution. 


Just hours before Sirica's decision, the 


White House urged him to reject a sim- 
ilar demand for the tapes by the Senate 
W a t e r g a t e committee, charging the 
group has exceeded its authority by con- 
ducting a "criminal investigation and 
trial." 


The committee asked for Immediate 


release of the tapes, but Sirica said he 
would take a few days to consider that 
request and when to hold hearings. 


Watergate committee chairman Sen. 


Sam Ervin hailed Sirica's ruling as "a 
great victory in the search for truth,"

Quake relief effort slow; toll rises 


MEXICO CITY (UPI) -Shortages of 


water, electricity and even wood for cof- 
fins hampered relief efforts Wednesday 
as President Luis Echeverria left by bus 
for the mountainous areas in central 
Mexico shattered Tuesday by a violent 
earthquake. 


The death toll, which stood at 500 offi- 


cially with some unofficial estimates run- 
ning nearly 500 higher, was still rising. 


The Mexico City daily El Heraldo said 


600 died. Tho El Sol said 924 were dead. 


Price limit 
back on gas 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A special ap- 


peals court Wednesday temporarily 
reinstated Phase IV price controls on 
some 165,000 brand njme gasoline,deal- 
ers — reviving the possibility that motor- 
ists will find gas stations closed in pro- 
test during the Labor Day weekend. 


A spokesman for the American Auto- 


mobile Assn. said the ruling was certain 
to make gas station operators "angry 
and resentful" but It is too soon to know 
whether this will revive plans for a holi- 
day shutdown. 


An official of the Illinois Gasoline Deal- 


ers Assn. said Wednesday dealers will 
ask the U.S. Supreme Court to stay the 
appellate court decision and his organi- 
zation will make no shutdown threats 
while the case Is In court. 


The price controls, scheduled to go 


into effect Saturday, were relmposed by 
U.S. Circuit Court Judge Edward A. 
Tamm who was acting for a special tem- 
porary court of appeals established to 
handle disputes over President Nixon's 
economic control program. 


A federal judge had lifted the controls 


last Friday, saying they would put some 
gas stations out of business. The ruling 
was appealed by Justice Department at- 
torneys on behalf of the Cost of Living 
Council, which administers the price con- 
trols. 


The court yesterday gave attorneys for 


the government and the brand name 
gasoline dealers until Sept. 14 to file le- 
gal briefs before a formal ruling is deliv- 
ered. 


Other counts ran between 400 and 600. At 
least 2,000 persons were reported injured 
and tens of thousands were left home- 
less. 


Trucks were sent from the cities of 


Puebla and Veracruz with wood for cof- 
fins. 


As dawn broke survivors dug through 


the ruins of their homes. The dead were 
laid out in private homes, local hospitals 
and blankets on the streets. Some of 
them were still under the debris. 


The death toll rose as reports came in 


from outlying villages and crews contin- 
ued to clear the wreckage. 


Rain ripped the area Tuesday night but 


cleared by dawn. Residents took little no- 
tice of It. 


In Orizaba, Mayor Humberto Gutierrez 


compared the quake to the one that de- 
stroyed Managua, Nicaragua, last De- 
cember. "We didn't have as many 
deaths. But many people suffered the 
same. Many lost their homes. Many 
died," he said. 


The Orizaba death count went above 


100 Wednesday with more bodies ex- 
pected to be found. 


In the quake-torn areas, bystanders 


milled in the streets waiting to see the 
president and watching wrecking crews 
work in the rain. The rain turned dust 
and debris to mud, hampered relief ef- 
forts and sent loose roof tiles and bricks 
falling into the streets. 


Municipal officials in Ciudod Serdan, 


Orizaba, Cordoba and other stricken 
towns were still receiving damage re- 
ports from outlying areas. The quake 
centered around 18,700-foot Orizaba vol- 
cano, a green mountain area dotted with 
tiny villages nestled for from normal 
lines of communications. 


Demolition crews worked on damaged 


buildings. In Ciudad Serdan and Rio 
Blanco in the Orizaba Valley, whole city 
blocks were left In ruins. Partially dam- 
aged buildings had to be destroyed, de- 
spite protests from owners. 


Most of the churches in the area, made 


of adobe and wood, had to be destroyed. 


Thirst became a major problem 


Wednesday as villagers suffered their 
second full day without drinking water. 
.Mayor Gutierrez reported many were 
leaving containers to the streets to col- 
lect rainwater. Health department offi- 
cials were vaccinating survivors against 
typhoid and trying to convince them not 
to drink unboiled water. 


Crash in Spain kills 24 
in a day of air mishaps 


(From Herald news services) 


Three separate jet air mishaps 


Wednesday claimed a total of 24 deaths 
and 15 persons Injured. 


The most serious accident was in 


Spain, where a four-engine jet transport 
of the U.S. Military Command crashed 
and burst into flames on a landing ap- 
proach to Torrejob Air Base near Ma- 
drid. All but one of the 25 persons aboard 
were killed. 


The C141 Starllfter was on a flight 


from Athens to McGulre via Madrid. The 
Air Force said the plane carried 17 pas- 
sengers, eight crew members and almost 
nine tons of cargo. 


In another Incident, an apparent me- 


chanical failure in a tail section control 
of a .TWA jetliner hurled.five persons 
standing in the rear of the plane against 
the walls in a violent crack-the-whlp mo- 
tion. 


HONG KONG (UPI) - The Commu- 


nist Party of China, meeting in secret 
session in Peking, held its 10th National 
Congress and unanimously reaffirmed 
the leadership of Mao Tse-tung and Pre- 
mier Chou En-lal, according to a commu- 
nique. 


The congress, in effect, endorsed the 


Mao-Chou program aimed at improving 
relations with the United States and took 
the unusual step of denouncing the Soviet 
Union by name. 


The Congress, rumored for the past 


few weeks, was held from Aug. 24-28. 
• It was unusual for two reasons: It was 
held in secret and it was much shorter 
than party congresses of the past 


The congress unanimously adopted a 


political report — a sort of state-of-tbe- 
natlpn address — by Chou, adopted a 
new party constitution and elected a new 
Central Committee, consisting of 195 full 
members and 124 alternates. 


A communique broadcast by Peking 


Radio and the New China News Agency 
(NCNA) said 1,249 delegates, represent- 
ing more than 28 million party members, 
attended the congress. 


The lineup of the- party leadership ap- 


peared little changed from what U bad 


leau 


been since the downfall of the late Lin 
Piao almost two years ago, in Septem- 
ber ,-1971, 


.The Initial reports on the congress in- 


dicated that Mao-and Chou bad success- 
fully repulsed and subdued a counter-at- 
tack by radical elements, Identified with 
some of the Lin policies, during recent 
weeks. 


The communique touched only briefly 


on international affairs. That undoubt- 
edly was covered more thoroughly in 
Cbou's political report, which probably 
will be issued later. It called for unity 


Three passengers were Injured serious-

Education Today...by Wandalyn Rice 
Teachers union departs from tradition 


by WANDALYN RICE 


Earlier this summer the High School 


Dlst. 214 Board and teachers signed • 
three-year salary contract— and a lot of 
people assumed all board-teacher bossies 
would end until 1976. 


As the summer bos gone on. however, 


It bos started to look as though that was 
a bad guess. 


First. In June, Dorothy Lewis, presi- 


dent of the Dlst. 214 Education Associ- 
ation, came to the board to protest a pol- 
icy on the length of • teacher's work day 
which the board had adopted. The policy 
had specified the number of minutes 
teachers would work and she said teach- 
ers were concerned about it The issue 
took several meetings to resolve. 


THEN. TWO WEEKS ago, Miss Lewis 


and the association leaden were back 
before the board, asking that she and an- 
other officer of toe association be re- 
lieved of one additional class each so 
they could work for the teachers' group. 


Monday, they were back again — this 


time offering to reimburse the board for 
the time the two teachers were asking 
for. The board said no. 


These exchanges are pretty minor In 


themselves, but they mark a significant 
departure from past practice in Dist. 214. 
In addition, some remarks nude Monday 
by Vlnce Corioti, former association 
president, may point out some problems 


the three-year contract may cause that 
were not foreseen. 


In the past association leaders have 


not come to the board outside of negotia- 
tions to ask for policy changes — wheth- 
er on teacher work day or anything else. 
But now, because the three-year contract 
allows for negotiations on non-salary 
"emergency" items, they may well be 
spending more time in front of the board 
than ever before. 


The problem with the work day and 


with extra time off for association offi- 
cers would normally be an item for nego- 
tiation, but now the leaders can't be sure 
there win be any negotiations until 1976 
and It's doubtful that the problems are 
considered "emergencies." So they will 
come straight to the board. 


BUT THE appearance of the leaden of 


the teachers before the board Indicates 
another problem that may confront the 
association because of the three-year 
contract. For years, teachers group's 
main reason for existence has been an- 
nual salary negotiations. Now there is a 
problem of how the Dlst. 214 Education 
Association will occupy Us time between 
now and 1976. 


Carioti told the board Monday he hopes 


the association will be able to use Its 
tune during the three-year contract to 
"work on things that are important to 
education." Board member Jack Costeilo 


suggested, however, that they might oc- 
cupy themselves "working up griev- 
ances." 


Whatever the association and Us lead- 


en do, they clearly have to do something 
that teachers believe is useful. After all, 
if 1976 comes around and the organiza- 
tion has atrophied completely, it could 
cause lots of trouble during negotiations 
that year. 


Chances ore, then, thai the High School 


Dist. 214 board is going to be seeing 
more of the teacher leadership during 
this three-year contract than they ever 
thought possible. And, during the course 
of the contract, especially If the associ- 
ation does dedicate itself to proposals for 
curricntara change and other ways to im- 
prove education, the board is likely to 
find their appearances almost as trouble- 
some as those annual salary negotia- 
tion?.

Assessment forms sent 
to Cook County homeowners 


Tax assessment questionnaires are go^ 


Ing to be sent to owners of single-family 
homes and two-flat or three-flat apart- 
ment buildings In Cook County, assessor 
P. J. Cullerton said. 


The questionnaires, which seek specific 


Information to update and expand the tax 
assessment records, are In the mall to 
Elk Grove Township homeowners. 


The information sought on the ques- 


tionnaires Is needed to Implement Culler- 
ton's now assessment system which is 
based on market value. 


Cullerton said the questionnaire has 


two purposes: 


• "First, we hope to obtain more infor- 


mation than ever on all homes in the 
county in order to make assessments 
more accurate and fair. 


• "Second, the questionnaire also will 


provide us with much needed informa- 
tion on older homes for which records in 
general are not as complete as for newer 
houses." 


SENDING OUT the 800,000 question- 


naires will cost the county $180,000 for 
postage and materials, according to Den- 
nis Dunne, director of communications 
for the assessor's office. 


Dunne said that if homeowners ignore 


the questionnaire the county will send 
(hem a second copy, then resort to send- 
ing out field inspectors to collect the 
needed Information. 


Dunne said he was optimistic that 


homeowners would cooperate with the 
project. Ho said that in a trial of the 
questionnaires in an area of Maine Town- 
ship Including part of DCS Plalncs, the 
county received responses to 75 per cent 
of the questionnaires sent out. That pilot 
program was conducted In June, Dunne 
said. 


Dunne said the county was not sending 


the questionnaires to owners of con- 
dominiums or of larger apartment build- 
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ings became Information in the asses- 
sor's office on those types of housing is 
"pretty accurate." 


THE INFORMATION collected on the 


questionnaires will be used in the quad- 
rennial reassessment of homes in Elk 
Grove, Maine and Schaumburg town- 
ships this year, Dunne said. 


The questionnaires will be mailed to 


various parts of the county over several 
months, he said. 


Included in the questionnaire are in- 


quiries about such factors as the location 
of the property in relation to the street or 
alley, the availability of utilities, the 
number of rooms, the type of heating or 
air-conditioning and the type of construc- 
tion of the building.

George Dunne, 
other state and local dignitaries and 500 
boy scoub will greet the canoeists. The 
portage lies along a major fur-trade and 
war-party artery fought over for 175 
yean by the French, Indians, English 
and Americans seeking to control the 
gateway to the Mississippi River and the 
West.

•hot in the jaw, chest and hand. 
: Xllen's roommate, Antal Schmidt, 29, 
pa* arrested minutes after the shooting. 
Associate Judge Marvin J. Peters or- 
dered Schmidt, a Hungarian Immigrant, 
taken to Cook County Jail on $25,000 bond 
early yesterday. Ho has been charged by 
DM Plalncs police with attempted mur- 
dir and aggravated battery. 
i Tho shooting stemmed from previous 
arguments between the two over the use 
o£ an automobile they shared, police 
gild. The two worked together as auto 
rfechanlcs at Laurel Motors, 280 E. Og- 
den Ave., in Westmont and had been liv- 
ing together in the DCS Plalncs apart- 
tnent for about four months. 
; iho Incident occurred about 6:30 p.m. 
PBUco said Schmidt began shooting at 
fuj roommate Immediately after Kllcn 
returned from a shopping trip carrying 
bags of groceries. 


Police said they wero alerted by a 


building resident who was aroused by the 
gunblasts. Several other residents also 
told police they wcro startled by the 
shots. 


Police, who arrived on the scene about 
i minute Inter, nabbed Schmidt as he 
walked onto a terrace outside the first- 
fbor apartment.

— That the suburbs must have a 


real voice on the governing board 
of the transit authority, proportion- 
ate to their population. 


— That the transit authority 


must be made autonomous and re- 
moved from political influence. 


These are other important con- 


siderations that were missing from 
the plan hammered out by Mayor 
Daley and House Speaker W. Rob- 
ert Blair in the last session of the 
legislature. 


Walker was criticized, rightfully, 


at that time for failure to put forth 
his own proposal and to seek legis- 
lative support for it. 


He has begun facing the problem 


with the public hearings, and we 
hope that he heeds the warning of 
those who have answered his call 
for advice. 


If he does, It should be possible 


for the administration to draft a 
program which could enable the 
RTA to be established in the near 
future. 


Assuming that he does so, it will 


then become incumbent on both 
Democratic and Republican legis- 
lators to support such a program.. 


It is painfully clear that the so- 


called leadership of the legislature 
—and, for practical purposes, that 
includes Daley — is incapable of 
producing a non-partisan program. 


Blair says he now suspects that 


Daley is bluffing in his public sup- 
port of RTA. Blair himself has in- 
dicated that the "leadership" will 
not consider RTA when the legisla- 
ture reconvenes In October. 


Failure to do so would be in- 


excusable. Transportation experts 
have warned that the CTA and 
commuter railroads are on the 
verge of collapse. Their collapse 
would mean the collapse of the 
economy of the metropolitan area, 
not to mention the entire state of 
Illinois. 


If, as reported, Blair and the oth- 


er leaders are under political pres- 
sure from Downstate legislators 
to stall RTA, it is their unmista- 
kable duty to persuade them that 
RTA is vital to the entire state.

643 introduced by Representative Hos- 
mer, which would amend the Food, 
Drug, and Cosmetic Act. 


This urgent request comes as a result 


of the FDA's recently announced final or- 
der which limits to very dangerous nar- 
row ranges the potency and availability 
of vitamin and mineral supplements. 


Representative Hosmer's bill, H. R. 


643, draws a distinction between dietary 
supplements and drugs, Hosmer's bill 
will subject each to separate, logical and 
appropriate legislation. 


Since we can buy aspirin, alcohol, to- 


bacco and other drugs of questionable 
safety in any amount we desire, it is not 
reasonable that safe nutritional sub- 
stances are curtailed in this manner. The 
FDA is not proclaiming that vitamins 
cause v disease. We know that vitamins 
and minerals arc necessary to health. 


The FDA is not saying that the chem- 


icals currently used as vitamins are dan- 
gerous. And the FDA is not restricting 
just one brand of dletery supplements. 


This worries me. I am sure that what 


the FDA is trying to do in this case Is not 
to the people's best advantage, but the 
FDA is trying to pass this bill for some 
'reason we can only guess at. 


Our health is at stake. 
If we fill our bodies with Illness pro- 


ducing foods, (snacks, overcooked fresh 
foods, overprocessed grain products) and 
do not get enough nutrition then our bod- 
ies will be in serious disrepair, our 
brains slow to function. Even if this is 
not what the FDA is working for, it Is 
what the result will be. 


There is urgent need for immediate 


hearings and prompt action on H.R. 643 
if Congress is to pass this bill In advance 
of FDA's full implementation next year.

Winning and losing a big fish

Back In the 30's, when B-gradc movies 


fostered tho canard that newspaper work 
Is clamorous, many scripts were based 
on the myth that everybody in the news- 
room wants everybody else's job. 


Like most myths, it is exaggerated, but 


rests upon a grain of truth. 


It produced the stereotype of the politi- 


cal writer who longs to return to (he toy 
department and spend his afternoons at 
football stadiums and baseball parks; 
the food editor who hungers to be an edi- 
torial writer: tho editorial writer who 
feels pangs of envy every time the police 
reporter goes bolting out of the news- 
| room after Tho Big Story. 


Tho only guy I envy currently Is Roger 


Sbcrt, who was n part-time sportsvrrltcr 
«Uh a definite flair for feature writing 
wtcn ho and I Inhabited the same sports 
(ink. Roger currently makes his living 
!>>' (olng to movies for free and writing 
oboot them, which seems like kind of a 
fun thing to do. 


I (rudftingly admit that he displays 


considerable flair for that, too, a talent 


of which I would not have suspected of 
him when he was Immersed In science 
fiction and old comic books. 


What brings all this to mind is that I 


caught, for about the sixth time, the 
movie "The Old Man and the Sea" on TV 
the other night. 


As everyone knows, it Is Hemingway's 


tale about the old man, deprived of the 
help of his 10-year-old friend, who fishes 
alone and engages in a llfe-and-death 
struggle with n martin of gargantuan 
proportions, and captures it, only to have 
the fish devoured by sharks before he 
can return to his shack in triumph. 


Being something of a Hemingway buff, 


I recalled the reviews when the book was 
published In the early SO's. Many re- 
viewers said the book was Hemingway's 
protest against the critics — the sharks 
— who had ripped apart his earlier nov- 
el, "Across the River and Into the 
Trees," on which he had labored might- 
ily, considering it one of his major 
works. 


I remarked that bit of wisdom to ay 


wife, who greeted it in silence. 


Presently she opined that that was a 


rather shallow interpretation of A tale 


with a much more universal application. 
"It's about life. It's what could happen to 
anyone." 


Having dispelled a rather comfortable 


little interpretation of Hemingway's sym- 
bolism, that remark left no room for de- 
bate. 


The tale does indeed Invite many inter- 


pretations, and being somewhat pre- 
occupied with politics, I fell to pondering 
examples. 


The first that occurred to me, for some 


reason, was Woodrow Wilson, who ex- 
hausted himself, like the old man, in the 
pursuit of the prize of a League of Na- 
tions, only to have it devoured by Isola- 
tionists. 


Depending on your political in- 


clinations, you can probably conjure up 
many other examples. 


Both Richard Ogilvle and Paul Simon 


came close to landing the big fish they 
sought — Simon a chance to be governor, 
Ogilvle a second term and a springboard 
to bigger things — before they ran into 
the teeth of the Don Walker organization.

(Barry Gold- 
water and George McGovern probably 
don't qualify because It seems necessary 
to the story for the old man to really 
believe that he might land his catch.) 


If there is a moral in Hemingway's sto- 


ry, it is probably found in two lines — 
repeated twice in the movie for people of 
my level of perception, no doubt. Twice 
he mutters to himself, "I wish the boy 
was here," and twice he sighs, "I went 
out too far." 


For someone contemplating politics, 


the tale could be said to suggest two 
rules: 1. You can't do It alone, and 2. 
Don't try to go further than your capabil- 
ities.'(But then, of course, if the old man 
hadn't gone out that far, he probably 
never would have hooked the big fish.) 


But the overriding message of the tale, 


for the beginning politician, is even sun- 
pier: The sharks are always there. 


By the time the movie had ended, I 


was already contemplating a whole new 
field of writing, political movie review- 
ing. But I quickly gave it up. 


I'm not sure how many times you 


could review "The Old Man and the 
Sea." 


I was more than just a little amused 


when I read that the school board of 
Dlst. 96 was considering a policy that 
would apply censorship to all educational 
materials used in the district's three 
schools.

I trust that Big Brother Censors will 


not forget the Tarzan books, since Tar- 
zan and Jane were never "Joined in holy 
wedlock." Damn it! Tarzan and his 
broad are living "in sin" — and this is a 
big no-no! 


I also suggest that the Bible be banned, 


that perennially popular book of fairy 
tales which is filled with sex and vio- 
lence. Not only is the Old Testament 
filled with' descriptions of orgies, but 
even incest, in the form of Lot and his 
daughters, rears Its ugly head, not to 
mention prostitution and homosexuality.

NEW YORK - It's a curious fact but 


New England Patriot* football fans In 
Texas and Los Angeles Dodger baseball 
fans throughout the east have generated 
a substantial Industry. 


It's the athletic merchandise licensing 


business. Some 300 firms are engaged In 
It. and they must do more than $1 billion 
worth of business a year although no offi- 
cial figures arc available. 


The National Football League alone Is 


known to realize more than tl million a 
year In royalties on merchandise bearing 
the emblems of Its 24 clubs — jackets, 
T-shirts, scarves, football uniforms for 
kids, caps, belts, costume jewelry, ban- 
ners, plates, glasses and mugs, bicycle 
Insignia and oven dining table bibs for 
the tots. 


THE TWO MAJOK baseball, the hock- 


ey and the basketball leagues also real- 
ize royalties divided among their clubs. 


That's all money to be made by the 


management side of professional sports 
and, according to Ray Volpe of National 
Hockey League Services Inc., this Is 
comparatively new as a big thing. It 
dates from the merger a few years ago 
of the National and American football 
leagues under the leadership of Commis- 
sioner Pete Rozolle. 


There also Is a substantial merchan- 


dise licensing business In behalf of the 
professional players associations which 
uses emblems of the players' unions on 
the same kinds of garments and other 
merchandise. 


Licensing Corp. of America of New 


York, headed by Joseph Grant, repre- 
sents the baseball leagues and most pro- 
fessional players associations. LCA li- 
censes merchandise on behalf of groups 
of players. 


Licensing merchandise bearing the sig- 


natures or portraits of star athletes and 
other celebrities Is a century-old busi- 
ness. Ballplayers and stage and cinema 
pictures were distributed with cigarettes 
and candy for years. They still are tuck- 
ed Into bubble gum packs. But Grant 
said licensing on behalf of an Individual 
star Is a rarity nowadays. Group deals 
have token over. 


GROUPS LIKE the Beatles created bo- 


nanzas for the merchandising licensing 
people. So did popular fads like the Davy 
Crockett coonskln cap craze. 


O u t , said the National Hockey 


League's Ray Volpc. the fame of Individ- 
uals and Interest In fads Is transitory nnd 
manufacturers can be stuck overnight 
with worthless merchandise.

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Buyers, sellers need professionals 


The creeping crunch in the mortgage 


market hain't had much Impact on homo 
Mies u yet, but when It docs a lot of 
loiters and buyers will be seeking aid 
from the professional real estate broker. 


That's the observation of one of Chi- 


cago's leading real estate authorities, 
Robert G. Walters, vice president and 
general sales manager, residential divi- 
sion, Balrd & Warner, Inc. The company 
has been In operation for 118 years and 
now has 30 sales offices in the city and 
suburban locations. 


"There is usually a lag of 30 to 45 days 


until' a mortgage credit crunch affects 
the sale of existing homes. The drain on 
the money supply and the resulting in- 
crease In the cwt of credit (where mon- 
ey Is available) hasn't caused us any 
grief yet," sold Walters. "It's simply a 
reality of this business that it takes a 
while for us to respond to changes that 
take place In the mortgage market, ci- 
ther up or down." 


W a l t e r s continued, "Most com- 


mitments presently In our file arc from 
the last 30 to 60 days. Therefore, the ef- 
fects will be told In another 30 days. The 
properties most affected will be those 
now on the market or sales pending sub- 
ject to a mortgage commitment." 


To support this observation, Walters 


noted that while thoro Is widespread 
alarm about tight money and recent in- 
terest rate Increases, Balrd & Warner 
had "an outstanding month" with the 
sale of 345 residential properties valued 
at 317.481.0:13. Combined with the sale of 
nonrcsldcntial properties, production was 
up IB per cent for the month and dollar 
\olumc was up 32 per cent, compared 
with July, 1972. 


"AS SOON AS the shock wave of the 


tightening mortgage market reaches 
people trying to buy and sell homes, a lot 
of them arc going to re-discover the vir- 
tue of working with a real estate bro- 
ker," Walters said. 


When mortgage money is plentiful at 


attractive rates and lenders are all but 
falling aver themselves to make leans, 
ho said, people arc tempted to go It alone 
In the market and do their own wheeling 
and dealing without benefit of a real es- 
tate broker. 


"But when (ho mortgage market tight- 


ens up, the professional broker is quickly 
rediscovered not simply as a property 
middleman but as a key to financing 
transactions. After all, an agreement be- 
tween buyer and seller Is meaningless 
unless the transaction can be financed," 
said Walters. 


Ho believes that the nonprofcsslonal Is 


at n disadvantage in a tight mortgage 
market and ho also pointed out that 
there are several financing options avail- 
able that many people don't even know 
about. "It's really unfortunate when n 
sate falls through because a buyer can't 
secure financing and doesn't know about 
available alternatives," Walters pointed 
out. 


He explained why real estate profes- 


sionals are In a better position to secure 
financing.

Walters said that as a result of Its RE-

center opened 
in Mt. Prospect 


Relocation Consultants Inc. of Chicago 


has announced tho opening of its third 
apartment information center at 530 W. 
Northwest Ilwy. In Mount Prospect. Tho 
center will offer a free apartment finding 
service for the public, realty firms, and 
Chicago Industries seeking to relocate 
transferred employes. 


According to Tom Atkinson, co-owner, 


tho service is sponsored by the apart- 
ment owners throughout Chicago and the 
suburbs. Apartment managers supply the 
center with floor plans, photos, commu- 
nity conveniences, and other detailed In- 
formation pertinent to their rentals, 
which range from $170. Counselors from 
tho firm also regularly visit listed prop- 
erties to verify owner Information and 
keep abreast of changes. 


Atkinson said that the principal service 


of the firm Is to save apartment hunters 
time and effort. "In 30 minutes, we con 
describe several communities and vari- 
ous alternatives to choose from. Tho 
choice can then be narrowed down to 
three or four apartment locations. 


"Tho problem Is not availabilities, but 


tho wldo range of apartment styles, 
rents, and locations to choose from," 
said Atkinson. "Renters look for certain 
facilities and homes where they will be 
compatible with their neighbors. Apart- 
ment managers also have their prefer- 
ences. Some want to attract families, 
some singles, and others prefer execu- 
tives." 


Atkinson and his associate, Tom Swan- 


son, operate ether apartment Information 
centers at 679 W. North Avo., Elmhurst, 
•nd 119 E. Ogden, Hlnsdale. They also 
publish Tho Apartment Directory-Chi- 
cago and Suburb* which is a guide to 
apartments, condominiums, and town- 
homes. 


Employee Transfers) Balrd & Warnor 
has a number of major corporations and 
their employees as clientele. This opens 
financial channels not available to many 
brokers. 


"At least half of all the sales by our 


company arc affected one way or anoth- 
er by a job transfer. Corporations are 
sensitive to the needs of their employees, 
whether they arc buying or selling. In a 
tight mortgage market, companies can 
Intercede In two ways. 


"For one, these companies have their 


awn banking connections and as major 
clients of banks they can be Influential in 
securing loans that will make It possible 
for their employees to complete a buying 
or selling transaction," Walters noted. 


.MOST CORPORATIONS also have 


"moving and living plans." This means 
that, when an executive is being trans- 
ferred, his employer wants It done with a 
minimum of stress or strain, and this of- 
ten Involves assistance In many different 
ways. 


"Balrd & Warner, a Realtor, Is In a su- 


perior position to know where such buy- 
ers or sellers may bo. And of course, 
our clients, whether they are selling or 
buying, benefit from that Intelligence," 
he said. 


Walters said there arc financing op- 


tions that are worth looking Into, particu- 
larly In some communities where mort- 


gages simply are not available and cor- 
porate support can't be drawn upon. 


One is a purchase through "articles of 


agreement for a warranty deed" — 
sometimes referred to as a contract pur- 
chase. "But there has been so much 
stigma attached to this legitimate way to 
complete a sale that many people won't 
consider it, and many transactions have 
failed because of it," Walters said. 


In this type of transaction the seller 


agrees to take a small or large down 
payment from the buyer together with 
specific monthly payments. The seller 
keeps the deed until a certain numbei* of 
payments have been made. "This avenue 
can be ideal for the buyer who can easily 
afford tho monthly payments but has not 
saved enough for the down payment he 
would need to secure a mortgage loan 
from a savings and loan association or 
bank. It's perfectly legal and legitimate 
and could save many deals if both par- 
ties agree to the terms." 


Another financing technique Is known 


as a "purchase money mortgage." Here, 
the seller agrees to take back the mort- 
gage Itself using the property as security 
on the purchase money mortgage. The 
seller accepts a down payment from the 
buyer and monthly payments of principal 
and interest on the outstanding purchase 
money mortgage. Title passes to the pur- 
chaser subject to the purchase money 


mortgage at the agreed lime of closing.' 


"Finally, an arrangement can some- 


times be made for the buyer to assume 
the mortgage, where possible, this is 
beneficial to both parties. Often the buy- 
er may take over an existing mortgage 
at a lower rate of interest than the cui- 


rent market and may save the expense 
of arranging a new loan. It also makes it 
possible for the seller to go through with 
a deal to a qualified buyer," said Wal- 
ters. 


He pointed out, however, that mort- 


gage assumptions can be complicated 
and that a lawyer should be consulted 
when financing alternatives are being ex- 
plored. The real estate broker generally 
knows which lenders will permit assump- 
tions.

Calking compound Is Inexpensive and 


you need no particular skill to apply It..

You can calk any time you like so long 


as the temperature Is above 40 degrees. 

In fact, 
calking Is n must before you paint. All 
new construction should be calked.

Calking compound Is a substance not 


unllko putty. It Is more pliable than put- 
ty however and It Is used to seal cracks 
and joints. While calking lasts a long 
time. It should be checked now and then 
and replaced In spots where It has dried 
nut or shrunk and a gap Is once more 
open.

Calking will adhere to almost any sur- 


face — wood, concrete, brick, stone, met- 
al. 


It adheres best when the surface Is 


clean. Scrape off old calking. Use a 
brush to get rid of loose particles. A rag 
soaked In turpentine or paint thinner can 
be used to remove the film left by old 
calking. 


If you are calking new, untreated 


wood, apply some linseed oil to the wood 
first. This will keep the wood from draw- 
Ing all the oil out of tho compound, caus- 
ing it to dry out and crumble. Do not 
calk over wet wood. Allow it to dry out a 
few days. 


Calking can be used for minor repairs. 


Use It to fill cracks in wood siding, rotted 
spots that have been first cleaned out. 
Scrape away decayed wood. 


Make cracks wider at the bottom than 


at the surface so that the calking will not 
pull out. 


Checking the condition of the calking Is 


a good chore before a change In seasons, 
notably spring and fall. 


Calking keeps warm air In and cold air 


out In winter, helps insulate the house in 
summer. It keeps moisture from seeping 
in during a rain.

TUCSON. Ariz. (UPD—Construction on what may be the 


world's "tallest, smallest" building b scheduled to begin next 
month where the former home of a son of millionaire J. P. 
Morgan now stands. 


The Diplomat Towers — which has been termed the "Skin- 


ny Skyscraper" or a "26-story pl'tor wM> windows" — will be 
290 feet high and 50 feet across at It* widest point. 


At Its narrowest point, the building will be more than 11 


time* higher than It Is wide. 


Ivan A. Sarklss, head of an architectural firm that bears 


his name, b the toner's designer. 


"I don't know of any building that is so tall and yet so 


small," said the 69-year-old, Armenian — born Sarldss. "I 
began in this business 30 years ago and there Is no question 
that this Is UK building with the proportions in the United 
States." 


WHY WOULD anyone build a 20-story office and apartment 


building in an area the size of a basketball court? 


"We designed the building for the site rather than finding a 


ulto for the building," said project manager Jack S. Towns- 
end. Townscnd said the planning took more than two years. 


The tower will have nearly a complete circle of glass cling- 


ing to one side of a concrete section, which looks like a neon 
light set on end or a stack of poker chips. Each floor will 
contain about 1,400 square feet of tenant space, roughly 
equivalent to a small home. 


The high-rise is to soar upwards from a small plot of 


ground In the downtown section that has a street frontage of 
only 18 feet. 


It will be sot In an Lrshaped pocket formed by an existing 


nine-story structure. The 73-year-old, one-story home now on 
the site will bo torn down. It had been the office of Sarklss 
and his staff. 


Diplomat Towers Inc., of Marina Del Ray, Calif., is the 


developer of the $1.5 million venture.

"While the real estate Industry will ex-

Holladay, managing trustee of Continen- 
tal Mortgage Investors, Boston.

mercial banks generally withdraw from 
the real estate sector. And when they do 
not make funds available for real estate 
development, additional opportunities 
are created for real estate trusts — both 
in increased volume of investments and 
in better quality Investments," Holladay 
observes in a recent report to stock- 
holders. 


While some REITs will find it difficult 


to raise new capital and meet the higher 
costs, he points out that new plans are 
now being developed which make it pos- 
sible for CMI to raise additional funds 
necessary for continued growth and also 
to take advantage of new investment op- 
portunities. "Continental's commercial 
bank line of credit has been increased to 
$309 million." 


HOLLADAY NOTES that "the trust's 


adviser has adopted a nationwide corre- 
spondent system for loan originations 
through mortgage bankers and brokers. 
This change should have significant 
benefits for CMI. 


"The correspondent system went into 


use April 1,1973, and In the three months 
ended June 30,1973, provided Continental 
with loans totaling $138 million — $74 
million more than was originated In the 
same quarter a year ago," Holladay re- 
ports. 


All CMI loans are now being made 


with interest rates tied to the higher of 
the prime rate or the 90-day commercial 
paper rate. He emphasizes that this was 


"a direct result of the continued sharp 
rise in recent months of both prime and 
commercial paper rates. 


"In the past, Interest rates on loans 


made by CMI have been tied to the 
prime rate, while short-term borrowings 
were actually a function of the • com- 
mercial paper market rate." 


While CMI experienced solid growth in 


total assets and investments during the 
fiscal year ended March 31, 1973, the 
trust's earnings were substantially un- 
changed from the previous year. 


"This can be attributed to unusual 


money market conditions during which 
interest expense rose more sharply than 
gross income," Holladay states. 


THESE UNUSUAL economic condi- 


tions, he adds, are expected to continue 
with higher short-term money costs an- 
ticipated and fewer funds available from 
commercial banks for real estate devel- 
opment. 


"We believe that the spread between 


interest income and expense for REITs 
has reached its bottom and will return to 
more normal levels by year end. As nor- 
mal profit margins return, our in- 
vestment portfolio growth will provide 
the impetus for Increased earnings. 


"While the economic situation has had 


— and is still having — a most profound 
effect on CMI's earnings, we expect re- 
lief from these conditions by the opening 
months of 1974 — and, concomltantly, in- 
creased earnings," Holladay concluded.

Home ownership cost hard to figure 


Homowners win tell you there's no way 


to predict the full and true costs of home 
ownership. 


That doesn't alter the fact that you 


must make such calculations before you 
begin househunting. 


"Unless you estimate what you can af- 


ford you're simply wasting time," sug- 
gests Jack Brown, sales manager of the 
Balrd & Warner, Inc., Elmhurst office, 
446 N. York Rd. 


"After all, what you can afford will 


strongly influence both where you can 
live and what kind of house you can 
buy," he added. 


He questions the usual rules-of-thumb 


approaches like "buy a home that is 2tt 
times your annual earnings" or "allocate 
25 per cent of your monthly Income to 
housing." 


What really counts is how much of a 


downpayment you can produce and bow 
much you can afford monthly for hous- 
ing, including not just principal and in- 
terest on the mortgage but also property 
taxes, insurance, utilities, heat, mainte- 
nance, and repairs. 


It's this combination — your donwpty- 


mcnt and the size of the mortgage your 
income permits you to pay each month 
— that determines how much house you 
can afford to buy. 


"You should have no problem calcu- 


lating the downpayment. You have it or 
you don't," he observed. "One thing to 
watch for, particularly if you're going to 
draw upon savings it's taken years to put

together, is not to put your last dime Into 
a downpayment One of the functions of 
savings is to protect your family in case 
of emergency. It doesn't make sense to 
leave them unprotected while you buy 
the most house that is mathematically 
possible. There will also be some fees 
and closing costs that could rut hundreds 
of dollars which you also have to figure 
as part of your downpayment." 


CALCULATING YOUR monthly mort- 


gage cost, the second factor in the equa- 
tion, may be more complicated. But 
there are ways to make some reasonable 
guesses. 


"The simplest way to figure out how 


much you have available for housing is 
to determine your average monthly net 
Income and subtract your average 
monthly expenses for other Items," ha 
suggests. 


Net Income is the amount you have left 


after payment of taxes and other deduc- 
tions. It's your actual take-home pay. 
The "other expenses" you have to sub- 
tract to know how much is left for hous- 
ing Include food, transportation, insur- 
ance premiums, health care, recreation, 
savings, clothing, installment payments, 
auto expenses, contributions and gifts, 
taxes you pay directly and miscellaneous 
items. 


"The difference between the two fig- 


ures indicates what you have available 
for monthly housing expenses," said the 
Baird & Warner executive. 


It's important to know how large a 


mortgage you can handle safely plus the 
related expenses of operating a home. 


The chart below shows what you have 


to pay in principal and interest every 
month for each $1,000 you borrow at dif- 


ferent rates of Interest and repayment 
figures.

Here's how you can use the chart to 


calculate how large a mortgage you can 
carry and, to some extent, how m*ch 
house you can buy. 


First, by using the calculation de- 


scribed above, assume that you estimate 
that you have $250 a month available for 
housing. 


Second, by calling a real estate broker 


or a couple of savings and loan associ- 
ations you can get a pretty good idea of 
what current mortgage rates and terms 
are. 


Suppose that the best you can do is 


obtain a loan at 7%% interest with 25 
years to repay. The chart shows that this 
type of loan will cost you $7.56 per mctith 
for each $1,000 you borrow. If you divide 
the $250 you have available by $7.56 
you'll find the answer is a little over 33 
times $1,000 or a loan of about $33,000. 


CHANCES ARE that to get a loan at 


those terms in a tightening mortgage 
market you'll have to come up with a 20 
per cent downpayment This means that 
your $33,000 loan represents 80 per cent, 
or 4/5 the house cost. The remaining 
fifth, or your dowpayment, is $8,250. So 
the house price you can afford is $41,250. 


But, as the Balrd & Warner executive 


noted earlier, housing expenses include 
taxes, maintenance, insurance, and so 
on. How can you predict how much that 
comes to, and whether you can afford it 


without jeopardizing your savings re- 
serves? 


The Baird & Warner spokesman sag* 


gested that a general guideline "that 
simply indicates an average expense 
range" is to figure about 1 per cent of 
the amount of your mortgage as your ac- 
tual monthly cost 


In thise case, that comes to $330. 
Obviously if your budget limit is $250 It 


would not be advisable to buy 'a $41,000 
house. 


When you are considering a specific 


home the present owner will be able to 
provide reliable estimates or actual fig- 
ures for your other housing expenses. 


Aha, your real estate broker or sav- 


ings and loan officer will assist you in 
determining costs and your ability to 
pay. 


"There are so many variables you 


must really Investigate your own specific 
circumstances. If you're up to the hilt in 
installment payments now or have other 
unusual financial obligations your ability 
to pay for housing may be below aver- 
age," said the Balrd & Warner officer. 
"On tfie other hand, if the house is un- 
likely to need repairs or very much 
maintenance and if you're handy you 
might be in a better than average po- 
sition. But figuring out what you can pay 
should be one of your first househunting 
steps."

League was thinking expansion and he 
knew that in these sensitive times being 
a black man was a plus as a potential 
owner. Like everyone else, tho NFL 
wants to show It is color blind. 


Last August, on a scouting trip In cen- 


tral Florida, he was In a hotel room 
watching television and heard Will Gel- 
ger, a local construction man and presi- 
dent of the Tangerine Bowl, talking 
about tho big league aspirations of Or- 
lando.

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'Round the world on a floating campus

Dakar, Mombasa, Keehmg, Casab- 


lanca, Luanda . . . far-away places, 
strange-sounding names, and a thousand 
dreams away. Dbde Whiting of 502 S. See 
Gwun, Mount Prospect, turned dreams 
Into reality when she visited those exotic 
ports in person. 


Dixie danced on stage to Berber music 


hi Casablanca. 


She got her first glimpse of a tradition- 


al native Wolof village outside Dakar, Se- 
negal. 


She camped overnight on the tip of the 


Cape of Good Hope. 


She Joined a friendly Indian family as 


they picnicked on rice balls and meat in 
a small village In India. 


She barely missed being charged by an 


Irate elephant on a safari in Kenya, 
when her van ventured too close. 


SHE SLEPT ON mats in a Tokyo ho- 


tel, gazed in awe at the Taj Mahal in 
India, rejoiced at the splendor of sunrise 
in the Atlantic, and delighted In the occa- 
sional trail of frolicking dolphins follow- 
ing the ship. 


At King Neptune's bidding, she craw- 


led through a tunnel of garbage to kiss 
his foot as she crossed the equator for 
the first time. 


What Dixie experienced at 21 years of 


age, most people do not experience in a 
lifetime. 


In a spirit of advanture, she applied 


last October for World Campus Afloat, a 
four-month college semester on board 
ship traveling 'round the world. Adminis- 
tered by Chapman College, Orange, Ca- 
lif., World Campus Afloat offers fully ac- 
credited college courses relating to the 
cultures and countries visited. 


IT WAS A thrilled University of Illinois 


coed who boarded ship in Port Ever- 
glades, Fla., on Feb. 6, 1973, with 25,909 
nautical miles, 16 world ports and full 
credit for one semester of her junior 
year awaiting her. 


"Then I saw my room for the first 


time," she said, "and I almost turned 
around and went back. No porthole — 
you couldn't tell whether it was day or 
night So tiny the two beds heardly fit. 
There was one desk, no dressers, and the 
closets were just gym lockers." 


Low on funds, Dixie had designated the 


most Inexpensive quarters. She was 
granted an $800 scholarship based on 
high scholastic standing and financial 
need. The trip cost her an additional 
$3,200 — a staggering sum for a struggl- 
ing college girl but a real bargain com- 
pared to the cost of a four-month pleas- 
ure cruise 'round the world. "I'll be pay- 
ing it off for quite awhile," said Dixie. 


RECONCILED TO her living quarters, 


she entered wholeheartedly into scholas- 
tic and social activities aboard the S. S. 
Universe Campus, an 18,000 ton air-con- 
ditioned ocean liner owned and operated 
by Orient Overseas Line. The ship is 
equipped with laboratories, a library of 
10,000 selected volumes, audio-visual 
equipment, a theater, a model microfilm 
library, dining room, student union, of- 
fices, bookstore, snack bar, swimming 
pool, sports and sun decks, gift, barber 
and beauty shops. 


Her curriculum of 15 credit hours con- 


sisted of Music Cultures of Africa, Asian 
Literature, Comparative Education, Pop- 
ulation Analysis and Anthropology. Her 
companions consisted of about 450 stu- 
dents from more than 200 colleges and 
universities throughout the United States 
and several foreign nations. 


NINE AND A half days out of Port 


Everglades, the S. S. Universe Campus 
reached the port of Casablanca, Mo- 
rocco, where students disembarked for 
their first in-port experience, a vital part 
of the academic program. About 45 per 
cent of the voyage is spent in port, the 
average stay lasting three days. Each 
student is briefed in advance on the cul- 
ture, customs, history, money, food, 
transportation, entertainment and the 
like, and carries a street map of each 
major city. 


"Whenever we hit port, we were on our 


own," said Dixie. 


In-port experiences consisted of city 


orientations, optional programs, and 
practice — free, required or elected pro- 
grams to complement the courses being 
taken. "About one practlcum per credit 
hour was required," explained Dixie. 
"But they were so interesting, I signed 
up for 25 of them." 


SHE VISITED schools to enrich her 


education course, small villages hi con- 
nection with anthropology; she attended 
drama performances for Asian literature 
and native dancing and musical perform- 
ances for music cultures of Africa. 


Besides elephants, Dixie saw wild- 


ebeests, lions and zebras on her safari In 
Kenya; traveled to several different na- 
tional parks in Kenya and Tanzania; 
looked up at majestic Kilimanjaro and 
down Into mysterious Ngorongoro Crater 
And she realized a budding anthropolig- 
ist's dream — to discuss with one of the 
Leakey family at Olduval Gorge their 
monumental discovery of the earliest hu- 
man skull yet unearthed, predating any 
previous evidence of human existence. 


WERE THERE any scares? 
"Cape Town, South Africa, was kind of 


creepy with its apartheid situation," ex- 
plained Dixie. "One of our black friends 
wasn't too happy to make that stop. 
There's real hard line discrimination 
there, even separate roads for the 
blacks." 


Another tense port was Luanda in An- 


gola, Africa, where students were not 
allowed to leave the city limits because 
of the danger of terrorist attacks. 


"When we were in the Philippines, Ma- 


nila was under martial law," said Dixie. 
"Sirens went off at 10:30 each night and 
wo all had to rush back to the ship and 
be off the streets by 11 p.m." 


Is there a ship in your future? 


World Campus Afloat offers two four- 


month programs aboard ship each year, 
corresponding to the semester calendar 
of most colleges and universities. One 
program begins in February and one in 
September. In addition, two five-week 
summer sessions are offered.

In various 
ports, Dixie sampled fried gazelle, sweet- 
sour pork, raw fish, bean cakes aod rice 
balls. French pastries in Senegal were 
scrumptious, and ice cream — anywhere 
— was a real treat. 


"This Is terrible," admitted Dixie 


sheepishly, "but we were always on the 
lookout for a good old American ham- 
burger. We even found a McDonald's In 
Japan and A&W Root Beer stands in Ma- 
nila. 


"BUT MOST OF the time we ata 


aboard ship. I'd rather see things and 
buy things than eat my way around the 
world!" 


Language was seldom a barrier for 


there was usually someone nearby who 
spoke English. If not, Dixie managed on 
her high school French. "Our biggest 
language problem was in Japan," she 
said. 


In its voyage 'round the world the S. S. 


Universe Campus visited the ports of Ca- 
sablanca, Dakar, Tema, Luanda, Cape 
Town, Mombasa, Victoria, Madras, Sing- 
apore, Manila, Hong Kong, Kedung, 
Kobe, Yokohama and Honolulu, crossing 
the date line once, the equator twice, and 
arriving in Los Angeles on May 27. 


"IT WAS A wonderful experience," 


said Dixie. "We were treated ao nicely 
everywhere we went At times the arriv- 
al of our ship was the big news of the 
town. 


"I have developed a new awareness of 


the rest of the world and a keen interest 
in worldwide news."

Tho Healthy Baby Volunteer Program 


of the National Foundation March of 
Dimes was set into motion last week In 
tho Northwest suburbs. 


One of tho largest scale efforts ever 


undertaken by a health agency, the pilot 
program Is an attempt to provide "Ev- 
ery baby with n birthright: the right to a 
vigorous, healthy start in life," said Jan 
Salnsbury, director of activities for the 
Chicago March of Dimes. 


Each year an estimated 250,000 chil- 


dren are born with birth defects in the 
United States. The March of Dimes 
works on three fronts to treat, alleviate 


and bring the over 1,200 different birth 
defects under control. 


First, they support research. Funds 


raised by the March of Dimes go to in- 
stitutions seeking ways to improve diag- 
nosis and devise better treatment meth- 
ods. 


SECOND, THE foundation educates 


physicians, dentists and other health pro- 
fessionals by providing the latest scien- 
tific knowledge about congenital dis- 
eases, their causes, their diagnosis, their 
treatment end their prevention. 


Third, the March of Dunes seeks to In- 


form the public of the advances in medi- 


cine, of progress hi prevention and what 
laymen can do to help achieve the goal 
— to prevent birth defects. 


The Healthy Baby Volunteer Program 


involves the last point. Women from 
throughout the Northwest area met at 
the Brass Rail, in Arlington Heights, to 
learn what then* work as volunteers may 
mean to other families in the area. 


Each prospective volunteer was given 


a kit containing posters, March of Dimes 
literature, family medical health 
records, and Identification.

Someday I hope they have a con- 
vention so I can see what the other mem- 
bers who grow plants that lure, trap and 
digest InsccU look like. 


The "frcak-of-lhc-month" this month Is 


the tail and terrible sundew plant. It's 
not * giant carnivorous plant that de- 
vours people, but It does have downs of 
sticky arms that unfurl from the bulbs as 
it snares Its Insect meals. 


Lots of people confuse sundew with 


Venus fly trap. They both have ncedly 
hairs, but the traps spring closed on 
their pray, suck the Juice out of them 
and open up to reveal a withered bug 
the grower then flips off with his finger. 
As insects land on sundew's glistening 
hairs, on the other hand, the gnat or fly 
becomes firmly stuck — nature's own 
flypaper. Enzymes secreted by the- plant 
digest the Insect meal. 


SMALL SUNDEWS grow naturally in 


the sunny marshes of northern Wiscon- 
sin, but I have never been able to find 
them although I know many people do. 


So I'll be sending away for the freak- 


of-the-month that comes all ready to go 
complete with planting mixture, cultural

directions and a tall gro-dome for a 
planting unit. 


I figure It will probably take about 15 


plants to keep my patio mosquito free for 
the remainder of the summer.

The agency has launched an In- 


vestigation of more than 300 vocational

schools nationwide to combat abuses. 
Meanwhile, anyone considering a voca- 
tional school should follow these guide- 
lines: 


• Find out whether there are jobs 


available for the skills you would learn. 
Talk to companies, employment agen- 
cies, labor unions and trade associations. 
Ask employers whether they would hire 
graduates for the school you are consid- 
ering, whether they already have hired 
any, whether the training made any dif- 
ference In starting salary. 


• Ask the Better Business Bureau or 


the Federal Trade Commission whether 
there have been complaints or recom- 


mendations regarding 
the school or 


course you want. 


• Seek additional advice from the Vet- 


erans Administration or career coun- 
selors, and visit the school itself.

THE FTC HAS also moved to require 


"clear and conspicuous" disclosures in

Since they are strong filers, 
they probably make their way to pools 
like yours. Skimming nets are the easiest 
way to remove them.

Incidentally, once a 
person passes Into the late stage he may 
become permanently immune to syphilis 
and have no other symptoms or signs of 
syphilis throughout his life, although the 
previous infection may be detected by a 
blood test. 


The only way to find out if a

THE ORDINARY screening blood test 


for syphilis may indeed be negative In 
some individuals with late syphilis. 
There are other more sensitive tests, 
however, which can be done if there is 
any history which suggests a previous in- 
fection. By the combination of different 
tests that are available, in a person who 
has a possible history of syphilis, It's 
usually possible for the physician to es- 
tablish whether or not this is true. Fur- 
ther tests, including looking at the spinal 
fluid, may be needed to tell whether 
there is a slow silent Involvement of oth- 
er parts of the body. 


To be specific about your question 


then, it's entirely possible, If you have 
any real reason to think that you've had 
syphilis as long as 20 years ago, that you 
could have late syphilis, and it is entirely 
possible that you would be completely as- 
ymptomatic. It is even possible that you 
might never have any problem from it 
again in the remainder of your life, but 
to assume that this is the case is a very 
serious gamble. 


Further, if It can be established by lab- 


oratory studies, including blood tests, 
that you have had syphilis in the past, it 
should be treated as a new case, to be 
sure that there is no slow, silent, In- 
sidious process going on that will dam- 
age your heart or brain or Joints later In 
life. Finally, you should be reassured 
that, even if you should have late sy- 
phlllls, it is not possible at this age for 
you to transmit it to somebody else.

Gas price 
stickers now 
available 


Price control stickers for gasoline 


pumps are now available at U.S. post of- 
fices In Northern Illinois, Jack Chiva- 
tcro, acting district director of Internal 
Revenue, said. 


The stickers must be used by gasoline 


and dJescl fuel retailers to comply with 
Cost of Living Council requirements that 
they post on each pump the Phase IV 
ceiling price and minimum octane rat- 
ings, Chivatcro said. 


Saturday is the deadline for station 


owners arid operators to comply with the 
posting requirements. 


Chivatcro said gasoline and diesel fuel 


retailers must obtain one Instruction 
sheet per station and one sticker for each 
pump. If more than one grade of gas is 
sold from a pump a separate sticker 
must be posted for each grade. Post of- 
fices will hand out stickers together with 
Instructions. 


Bulk quantities of the stickers will not 


be distributed to trade associations, 
Chlvatero said. 


On the reverse of the Instruction sheet 


Is a form on which the ceiling price, oc- 
tane number, grade of gas, pump serial 
number and sticker number must be list- 
ed. The completed sheet should be re- 
tained at each station for IRS inspection. 
Forms do not have to be notarized. 


Chlvntero said that, in general, gaso- 


line celling prices are based on which- 
ever Is greater — the dealer's actual 
markup on Jan. 10, 197.1 or seven cents 
per gallon. This figure is added to the 
price the dealer paid for his gas on Aug.

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For California theater owner 
'Throat' grosses $2 million in 38 weeks

HOLLYWOOD (UPI) - What sort, of 


man owns a (heater that would exhibit 
"Deep Throat?" 


In Hollywood his name Is Vinco Ml- 


randa. He owns the Pussycat theater 
chain, 20 strong from Sacramento to Na- 
tional City, Calif. 


Miranda Is a dark-visaged man of Por- 


tuguese descent with black hair and 
piercing eyes. He Is soft-spoken, Im- 
maculate in dress and flawlessly man- 
nered. Yet one suspects a flinty interior. 


Miranda has been playing the X-rated, 


unabashedly 
hard-core 
pornographic 


"Deep Throat" for almost a year. He 
ulll face trial soon on misdemeanor 
charges of exhibiting obscene material. 


"It's the biggest hit we've ever had," 


he said the other day at lunch with his 
press agent and the manager of the Hol- 
lywood Pussycat. 


"I con tell you this: 'Deep Throat" has 


grossed $2 million at my theater In less 
than a year. That's 154 per cent of the 
first-run Income for all theaters In Los 
Angeles for the first six months of 1973. 


"Rumors say the picture cost between 


$28,000 and $30,000 to make. Personally I 
don't know. But that $2 million Isn't all 
profit to me. 


"1 bought the picture for my theater 


because I looked at the grosses It was 
making In other situations. I knew It 
would do good business for me." 


THE PROS AND CONS of the moral 


question of showing outright pornography 
do not concern Miranda. He Is not a man 
to weigh and judge the burdens of the 
world. The dollar Is his yardstick. 


"I don't sec anything morally wrong 


with pornography," Miranda said. 


"People should be allowed to sec what- 


ever they choose. Obviously they want to 
wo pornography as evidenced by the 
success of this picture. 


"People come here from all over the 


country to see It. Almost half our au- 
dience Is women. The people who come 
to our boxofflcc represent every segment 
of American life, little old ladles, the 
rich, the poor, hippies. All races and age 
groups, except those under the legal ago. 


"Almost every star In Hollywood has 


been to the theater to see 'Deep Throat.' 
There are prints on the Bel Air circuit. 
Big names In this town show the film at 
homo to their friends. 


"The picture has been closed down in 


various parts of the country by politi- 
cians who figure they can get a lot of 
publicity. It worked. 


"THEY HAVEN'T clostd us down, but 


they've tried. The vice iquad has con- 
fiscated a print of the film, but we 
haven't missed a showing. They hang 
around the theater trying to get evi- 
dence, harassing my employes. 


"But 
82.5 per cent of our audiences soy 


they oro not offended by the picture. 


Only 3 per cent said they didn't like the 
film. And that was a UCLA research 
group that took the survey. 


"There was a high percentage of col- 


lege graduates In the survey. 


"The 
new Supreme Court ruling on 


pornography will take a year to untangle 
the legal aspects of pornographic mov- 
ies. I've been In business 12 years and 
the law has never been more confused 
than It Is now. 


"I want to obey the law. If It Is clearly 


established what Is forbidden to be 
shown In theaters, I'll abide by It." 


IN ADDITION to his Pussycat chain, 


Miranda owns four other theaters which 
he calls "domestic" theaters. In these he 


exhibits family films such as'"Sound of 
Music" and "Lost Horizon." 


"None of them has ever grossed $2 


million In 38 weeks and 2 days," Miranda 
concluded. "But then neither have any of 
the Pussycats until now. 


"I don't know if 'Deep Throat' Is a bet- 


ter picture than other pornographic 
mov- 


ies, but the controversy has made It re- 
spectable. The public Is anxious to see 
what officials are trying to prevent them 
from seeing. 


"That and women's lib are the big rea- 


sons. Now that women are free to speak 
up about sex and to approach sex openly 
they have helped 'Deep Throat' become 
a hit."

It 
provides appropriate diversity for those 
interested In tho entire American coin- 
age picture without the boredom experi- 
ence by tlte consecutive series collector. 


But aside from having to acquire fewer 


pieces to complete a "set," Type collec- 
ting demands intelligence, keen observa- 
tion and sound judgment If it Is the pur- 
pose to exact its maximum potential 
profit yield. In time, a well-prepared 
Type s«t of quality U.S. coins will sur- 
pass all known systems as a hedge 
against inflation, and make no mistake 
about it 


THE PRIMARY principle may be lik- 


ened to the election of one qualified 
member of community to Congress as 
opposed to sending one member of each 
household. One exceptionally fine speci- 
men of each denomination type issued, 
with all of the attributes of • near-per- 
fect coin Is something to behold. And a 
complete Type set (U.S. Dimes as shown 
below) with all pieces in a similar condi- 
tion is almost Indescribable. 


Mora often than not, the total cost of a 


single coin In extremely fine condition 
will bo less than the total cost of a com- 
plete consecutive series in a lesser condi- 
tion.

A Type set of these issues is not at an 


out of reason and the better the grade or 
condition, the better the profit yield when 
a sale is on the offing. 
T Type I (1798 or 1797) can be had for 
$800 to $1,000, In Very Fine condition. A 
Type II will run from $275 to $700 and a 
Type III from $40 to $250 In the same 
condition. Type IV will cost from $150 to 
$250 with all remaining Types V, VI, VII, 
VIII, EC and X available below $100 
each. 


Uncirculated specimens are much 


more desirable because of condition but 
not always available. In the case of the 
Type 11796 Dime, a 20-year estimate val- 
ue profile study shows it with a market 
value of from $120 to $131.94 In 1952. In 
1962 the price increased from $500 to $707 
and 10 years later It sold for $2,000 to 
$2,150. 
• Tho Type n went from $160 for an un- 
circulated copy in 1952 to $500 In 1962 and 
roughly $1,100 In 1972. A Type III priced 
from $70 to $91.10 in 1952 for an uncircu- 
lated specimen rose to $160 to $230 in 
1962 and $405 to $474 In 1972.

Rice is right 


for economy 
and nutrition 


Penny-pinching meals don't have to be dull . . . but it is quite a challenge to 


prepare meatless dishes or ones using low-cost meats in ways that are attractive, 
flavorful, and adequate in nutrients. Here are several dishes that do all three things! 


Rice is the basis for all of the recipes. It is one of the most economical foods you 


can buy, costing only 2 to 3 cents per serving. There are foods that cost less, but they 
are not as popular or versatile, nor can they be served as often. Rice does contain 
protein — in fact the protein in rice has all of the essential amino acids and in the 
proper proportions. However, these are not present in large enough amounts for rice 
to be served as the only protein food at a meal. These recipes combine inexpensive 
rice with less expensive proteins for good nutrition and good eating. 


Broccoli-Rice Quiche turns eggs and cheese into a nutritious entree that is as 


pretty to serve as it is tasty. Rice, eggs, and cheese are made into a crust that is filled 
and baked with a seasoned broccoli-egg-cheese mixture. Protein is the hardest of the 
nutrients to get in adequate amounts in low-cost meals, but here with each serving 
supplying 1 egg, a half-cup of rice, and some cheese, the protein quality is good. For 
variety, a second recipe is included showing how to use these same ingredients for a 
casserole — two recipes in one! 


Rice and any variety of cooked dried beans also provide good protein. There are 


many good recipes in this category, but this one for Yellow Rice and Black Beans is 
most attractive. Diced tomatoes along with a bit of diced bacon and ham are used in 
the rice for flavor. The real protein comes from the combination of rice and beans. 


Dried beans are an excellent source of inexpensive protein, and their flavor is 


enhanced when they are combined with other foods. The beans shown in the picture 
are often called Cuban black beans. Black beans can be purchased in the dry form for 
cooking and flavoring at home. They also come canned in a plain or a seasoned 
variety. Actually any well seasoned dish of cooked dry beans tastes great over Yellow 
Rice. 


The Apple Dinner Casserole is one of today's tastier canned meat recipes. It is 


basically diced canned meat and kidney beans, simmered in a rich mixture of apple 
sauce seasoned with catsup, molasses, and prepared mustard. But do serve it in style. 
Give each guest his own individual casserole to serve over rice. Here again, that tasty 
combination of rice and beans ... but this time with an inexpensive meat added, for 
another good protein dish. 


<I BROCCOLI-RICE QUICHE 


3 cups hot cooked rice 


V/t cups (6 oz.) grated sharp 


Cheddar cheese 


6 eggs 
7 teaspoon salt 
Vi cup chopped onions 
2 packages (10 oz. each) 


frozen chopped broccoli 


'/i cup milk 
V4 teaspoon pepper 
1 can (4 oz.) sliced mushrooms, drained 


Combine rice, V« cup of the cheese, 2 eggs, 
slightly beaten, and Vt teaspoon salt. Press 
firmly and evenly over bottom and sides of a 
greased 12-inch pizza pan or two 9-inch pie 
pans. Set aside. Add onions to broccoli and 
cook according to package directions. Drain 
well. Beat remaining eggs slightly. Stir in milk, 
pepper, mushrooms, and remaining salt. Add 
to broccoli and mix well. Spoon into crust. 
Bake at 375 degrees for 20 minutes. Sprinkle 
with remaining cheese. Bake 10 minutes long- 
er. Cool a few minutes before cutting into 
wedges. Makes 6 servings.

•A mixture of lard and achiote, or annatto (bija) 
seeds. The seeds are cooked in the lard to give it a 
deep golden color; then the seeds are strained out. 
In case the seeds are not available, color the lard 
with paprika, saffron, or turmeric.

She cooks outdoors year 'round

The backyard gas grill minimizes cu- 


linary chores for Pearla Tanltano of Ar- 
lingfon Heights all year long. Pearla 
lues the grill dally during the summer 
and at least twice a week other seasons. 


"When the temperature dips to 20 be- 


low, I cook Inside," she chuckled. 


She applauds the gas grill, empha- 


sizing It's ease of operation and the fla- 
vor It gives to food. "Your kitchen stays 
cooler In the summer and there are no 
messy pots and pans or oven to clean up 
cither," sho added. 


Being a devotee of grilled foods, 


Pearla enrolled In a barbecue cooking 
class offered at District 214 adult evening 
school. She acquired a variety of ex- 
cellent recipes, several of which have be- 
come favorites. The menu she suggests 
for a Labor Day Patio party features 
Cracked Pepper Flank Steak, Zucchini 
Creole and Bacon Cheese Loaf, all of 
which can be cooked outdoors. 


The flank steak Is marinated overnight 


in a savory sauce which flavors and ten- 
derizes It. Cracked pepper is pressed Into 
tho steak before grilling, and after n 
more ten minutes over hot coals It Is 
ready to serve. 


"It Is cut thin on the diagonal and is 


much bettor if pink rather than well 
done," Pearla remarked. "It can bo 
served on toasted buns or by Itself. Do 
heat tho marinade and pass it with tho 
meat!" 


Zucchini Creole is made by combining 


the squash with •onions, green pepper, 
mushrooms, sherry and butter in a foil 
package and cooking it on the grill. This 
results In an appealing variety of flavors, 
and all the vegetables ore very juicy, ac- 
cording to Pearla. 


Complementing the meal is a unique 


Bacon Cheese Loaf made by spreading 
bacon-flavored butter on sliced French 
bread and inserting tomatoes and cheese 
alternately between the slices. Wrapped 
In foil, it Is heated over the coals also. 
Pearla also serves a tossed lettuce or 
spinach salad. 


To top off this dinner she suggests a 


Lemon Blueberry Mold. Although de- 
signed as a salad, Pearla prefers to use 
it as a dessert because it Is refreshing 
and not too sweet. 


Tho mold is made by combining blue- 


berry pie filling with lemon and rasp- 
berry gelatin flavored with lemon juice 
and port wine. When firm,' it is topped 
with sweetened sour cream or Cool Whip 
and makes a fitting finale for this meal. 


This cook likes to experiment with new 


recipes, but always tries them out on the 
family first. Today's menu rates high 
with her husband, Gerry, and children 
Pam, 10, Gerry, 7, and Perry, 5.

One of my favorite spots for hors 


d'oeuvrcs Is the Koo-Tlkl at Chicago's 
Sheraton whero shapely almond-eyed 
young ladles serve a delightful assort- 
ment of appetizers and, if you want 
them, potent rum drinks with all kinds of 
fancy names. All of them should be' un- 
derscored with "Watch out!" 


One of tho best of the appetizers Is 


called Puffed Shrimp. These are actually 
shrimp fritters or shrimp tompura. The 
secret Is to perfect a very thin batter 
which wilt lightly encrust the shrimp. 


This Is on excellent one. In a bowl 


combine Ji cup sifted flour, 1/8 cup corn- 
starch, 1 teaspoon baking powder, and tt 
teaspoon salt. 


Stir In 1 egg, slightly beaten, and mix 


well. Gradually add water until a smooth 
and thin batter Is obtained (approximate- 
ly I cup, but use your judgment as you 
stir the batter). 


Heat oil (about 1 Inch) in n skillet. Us- 


ing tongs dip each shrimp Into the batter 
and deep fry until golden brown. Don't 
crowd Iho shrimp. Keep cooked shrimp 
warm In a preheated oven as you deep 
fry the others. This recipe will give 
enough baiter for two pounds of shrimp 
to serve 6 to 8. 


The shrimp arc excellent dipped Into 


hot mustard, sweet and sour or a red 
sauce. Or, try this with a tcmpura sauce. 


IN A SAUCEPAN combine 1/3 cup soy 


sauce, 1 teaspoon sugar, 1 cup water, 1 
tablespoon sake (or dry sherry), and 1 
slice fresh ginger root, minced. Simmer 
for 10 to 13 minutes and servo hot with 
the shrimp. 


An alternate Is to use 1 cup grated dal- 


kon (or white Icicle radish) Instead of 
the fresh ginger. 


You'll find the batter and the tcmpura 


sauce Is also great for deep fried vege- 
tables, string beans, eggplant, carrots or 


asparagus. Cut vegetables Into finger 
lengths and fry as you did the shrimp.

The current beef shortage has put 


chicken on more than an occasional din- 
ner table. However, now there's bad 
news for homemakcn who've come to 
rely on poultry as a versatile protein 
source. They may have to search even 
deeper Into the recipe box. It looks like 
chicken may be disappearing from the 
market too. 


Chicken shortages are likely to result 


this month, according to Dr. Robert 
Wunderlc, director of economic research 
for the National Broiler Council. The an- 
ticipated shortage Is a consequence of 
tho recent price freeze, he said. Here, in 
brief is the report from the Broiler Coun- 
cil. 


Although chickens wore exempt from 


the freeze, as a raw agricultural prod- 
uct, the freeze did apply to poultry dis- 
tributors who economically could not af- 
ford to pay producers more than their 
freeze price at which they could sell 
broilers. (Distributors' freeze prices 
.uc.ro generally two cents per pound over 
•the processors' price during the base pe- 
•>!od, says the Broiler Council). 
;' The net effect was that broiler prices 
•during the freeze period were held down 
•at artificially low levels, in many cases 
"below producers' cost of production. In 
riomo cases producers lost as much as 
;six cents per pound on weekly production 
•volumes of approximately two million 
•pounds. 
; > At the same time, the costs of feeding 
•.chickens remained relatively stable at 
record high levels because most produc- 
ers had bought feed ingredients before 
their prices dropped in response to ex- 
port controls. 


Tho consequence of the cost price 


squeeze created by the freeze was a re- 
duction In the number of eggs hatched 
and chicks placed in housing for grow- 
ing. Government figures indicate that 
from Sept. 4 through Sept. 29 approxi- 
mately 17 million fewer chickens will be 
marketed than during tho same period 
lost year. This will place September pro- 
duction nearly seven per cent below lest 
year's level. 


Thus far this year marketings aro oft 


l.S per cent compared to last year, as a 
direct result of price control problems 
created In December, 1072. The problems 
created by tho recent price freeze will bo 
even greater, according to tho Broiler 
Council. 


Price controls In agriculture, and par- 


ticularly for broilers can be effective in 
keeping prices down, but the Broiler 
Council suggests that there may not bo 
any chickens to buy.

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Omni-House prevents youths from reaching end of road 


by JILL BETTNEK 


The 15-year-old kid is nervous. He 


slouches further down In the chair and 
rccrossos his long, bluejcancd legs. 
Brushing his hair out of his eyes with a 
shaking hand, lie blurts out his story. 


"Look man. I didn't do nothin*. I mean 


that teacher just doesn't like me, so she 
kicked me out. Hey, you know my old 
man wouldn't understand that, so I had 
to split -1 had to." 


It's a familiar alibi, one Harry Well*, 


Omnl'House counselor, has heard irom 
lots of other runaways. Lots of other kids 
like this youth who doesn't really under- 
stand why they leave home, why life Is 
unbearable there. 


Some minor scrape a kid gets Into can 


trigger the impulse to run, Wells said, 
but usually it's just a manifestation of 
trouble that's been brewing for a long 
time. 


The suburban lifestyle contributes to a 


situation Wells said Is difficult for 
many adolescents to handle. 


A COMMUTING father who catches 


the 6 a.m. train to the city not to return 
until late evening often leaves behind a 
nonworking wife. Lonely, with too much 
time on her hands, Weils said she turns 
to her children for attention she can't get 
from her absent husband. 


Without realizing it, he said, she be- 


comes a "smother mother," quelchlng 


with well-meaning affection the natural 
teen-age desires for freedom and inde- 
pendence until she literally drives her 
child to make a break for it. 


"This Is the kind of mother who very 


often says, 'My whole life is my chil- 
dren,' " Wells explained. "When a child 
reaches puberty, there's a normal storm 
of conflict inside him between wanting 
freedom and needing to depend on his 
mother. But when she puts too tight a 
rein on him, she forces him to look for 
ways to get away from her." 


So, he runs, Last year, 51 kids in the 


Wheeling-Buffalo Grove area took off, 
most for one, maybe two days. They 
don't usually go far, friends put them up 


for a couple of nights and then they near- 
ly always show up for school. 


That's when they're picked up by the 


local police and returned to their worried 
parents. Often the juvenile officer han- 
dling the case will suggest counseling 
through Omul-House, a youth services 
bureau that operates out of a storefront 
at 516 N. Milwaukee Ave. in Wheeling. 


THE COUNSELING is not just for the 


runaway, it's for the entire family. 


"We don't isolate the child and say, 


hey, you're the patient here, you're the 
one who needs to be fixed," Wells said. 
"The whole family is in trouble." 


After talking individually with the 


child and the parents, the professional 
psychologists, social workers and min- 
isters at Omni-House set up the kind of 
counseling they think will be most benefi- 
cial. 


Sometimes, it's essentially marriage 


counseling, to help the parents recognize 
and work out the problems between them 
that are affecting the child. 


The child is not allowed, however, to 


blame his behavior on his parents' diffi- 
culties. He Is encouraged to join Omni- 
House teen groups, not therapy groups, 
but kids Involved In a variety of projects 
and activities. As part of the group, the 
child must learn to accept the responsi- 


bility for his acts and function as a con- 
tributing member. 


THE FIGURES are not an entirely ac- 


curate measure of the success of the 
Omni-House approach, but out of the 51 
local teenagers who left home last year, 
only four felt as though they had to get 
away again. 


"We've found that getting to the par- 


ents seems to be the answer — approach- 
ing the fact that a kid runs away as a 
family problem," Wells said. "As long as 
the relationship between the parents im- 
proves and so increases their effective- 
ness as parents, the behavior of the child 
almost always improves. Unfortunately, 
the converse is also true."

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Youth was unaware of village's intent 
Pearson says he won't pay expenses 
asked by village for snake search

Although Buffalo Grove officials say 


they arc continuing with plans to bill Da- 
vid Pearson for costs of the recent vil- 
lage snake hunt, the youth stated flatly 
that he would not pay. 


The snake hunt developed Saturday af- 


ternoon when Pearson, 18, told police 
that Seymour, which he described as 
being a deadly cobra snake, escaped 
from his residence at 363 .Maple Dr. 


After three days of frantic search, 


however, village officials announced that 
they believed Seymour was a non-poi- 
sonous rat snake. Officials based this 
opinion on testimony from a snake ex- 
pert who examined a shcddcd skin which 
police said came from the escaped 
snake. 


Pearson was unaware of the village 


getting ready to bill or sue him until con- 
tacted by The Herald yesterday. 


"I WOULD TAKE It to the highest 


court I could find," Pearson said when 
asked about the possibility of the village 
Initiating civil action in the courts to col- 
lect the damages. 


The decision to attempt to bill Pearson 


for the search cost/ came In the form of 
a resolution which was passed by a 6-0 
vote of the village board Monday night. 


The resolution states that the village 


should determine the cost of the search 
and present a bill to Pearson. In the 
event Pearson cannot or will not pay the 
bill, the resolution directs the village at- 
torney to Initiate the civil action. 


In proposing the resolution, Trustee 


Thomas Mahoncy said he did not think 
village taxpayers should be forced to pay 
for a search that was caused by the neg- 
ligence of one resident. 


Pearson said yesterday, however, that 


he did not feel he had been guilty of any 
negligence In connection with the snake. 


IN DISPUTING THE charge of negli- 


gence Pearson said he Informed the po- 
lice that he was keeping the snakes the 
Mcond day after he received them for 
safekeeping from Eugene Bowling, a 
Wheeling friend. This was about a month 
and a half ago, he said. 


Ha said he Invited Buffalo Grove police 


officer Charles Wcldncr in to look at the 


Johnny... 


snakes, which Included Seymour, two 
boa snakes and a water snake. 


In addition, Pearson said he and Bowl- 


Ing asked Weldncr to check on the legal- 
ity of keeping the snakes. He said he of- 
fered to remove the snakes immediately 
If there was any low prohibiting them or 
if he was presented by a petition signed 
by SO village residents asking for remov- 
al of the snakes. 


ABOUT A WEEK later the police told 


Pearson that he could legally keep the 
snakes, Pearson said. While the police 
have confirmed the entire incident, po- 
lice chief Harry Walsh has said that the 
department was mistakenly acting on 
"bad advice." 


Pearson also said he would refuse to 


pay for the search costs because he dis- 
approved of the manner In which police 
conducted the snake hunt. 


Pearson said although he had con- 


sented to the shoot-to-kill order which po- 
lice issued, he felt that the shotguns used 
in the snake hunt were both unnecessary 
and dangerous. He also said he felt po- 
lice should not have started the search at 
the house and then moved outward, as 
they did, since Pearson said he thought 
this would tend to drive the snake away. 


Although Pearson voiced criticism of 


the police methods in hunting Seymour, 
he said Monday that he was following a 
police recommendation to avoid further 
public comment on the snake Itself. He 
said the recommendation was aimed at 
preventing the further spread of public 
panic over the snake. 


THUS, HE REFUSED'to comment on 


whether he thought Seymour was a rat 
snake or a,cobra snake. 


He did say, however, that he planned 


to go with a police officer to a zoo where 
he could identify a snake which looked 
like Seymour. 


Pearson described the snake as being 


black, red, and gold. 


"I also knew that the snake had a 


hood, because it tried to bite me a few 
times," he said. 


Village Attorney Richard Raysa yes- 


terday said when he was first consulted 
about the potential suit against Pearson 
he had expressed the opinion that the 
search costs could be recovered.

Jim Wills bared his soul yesterday af- 


ternoon, but his birthday suit was a little 
too much for Hanover Park police. 


Police "pinched" Wills, SO, on charges 


of disorderly conduct and public in- 
decency after they found him sunning his 
bare backside in his backyard at 7102 
Mcndowbrook Dr., Hanover Park. 


Two plalnclothcs detectives were re- 


sponding to a complaint filed about 2 
p.m. at the police station by a citizen. 


Wills staged the brownlng-in-the-buff 


Incident with help from his lawyer, Wil- 
liam Stukas. Wills hopes to provide a test 
case on tho question of the legality of 
nude sunbathing. 


Tho self-proclaimed nude sun bather, 


who was released on $1,000 bond, Is 
scheduled to appear at 9:30 a.m. Sept. 20 
In tho Schaumburg branch of the Circuit 
Court. 


ARRESTING OFFICERS said they had 


been aware of "Sir. Wills' Intentions," 
but added that they did not know the In- 
cident would take place until tho com- 
plainant came to tho station. Wills said 
part of tho plans included a specially 
picked complainant who would walk by 
and report it to tho police. 


"I'm doing It primarily from a reli- 


gious motivation, you might say," Wills 
sold. 


"I'm not afraid of getting arrested. 


Jesus Christ was arrested, and he was 
right." ho added. 


Wills, a marketing statistician for a 


houscwarcs firm, went into his back- 


yard about 2 p.m. The yard Is about 50 
by 60 feet with a chain-link fence around 
the perimeter. The neighbors have an 
unobstructed view of Wills' backyard. 


Wills had spread out a white towel in 


the northeast corner of the yard next to 
the house. He sat down and talked to his 
wife who was whispering from a nearby 
window. 


Ho waited a minute, and then gingerly 


slipped his pants off. He lay with only 
the backside exposed. 


HE SAID HE WAS not really embar- 


rassed to take his clothes off, but added, 
"If there was a group of 30 or 40 persons 
along the fence yelling and screaming, 
then it might be a little embarrassing." 


A neighbor couple did not seem to take 


note of Wills' nude body, but a few min- 
utes later a female voice called out, 
"Apparently, It doesn't bother you that I 
have two teen-aged girls out here." 


The detectives then walked through tho 


backyard gate and advised Wills of his 
constitutional rights. Wills put on his 
clothes, was handcuffed and taken to the 
police station for booking procedures. 


Wills said he at one time had opposed

Miller seeks water hike repayment 


Miller Builders, developers of the Mill 


Creek subdivision, plans to flic suit 
against the Village of Buffalo Grove to 
recover damages for water rates that 
were raised after construction of tho 
project began. 


Bernard Pcskln, Miller's attorney, said 


yesterday tho village raised the water 
rates even though It agreed the rates and 
other fees would remain the same for the 
duration of tho annexation agreement. 


"We're In a dispute right now 


whether Miller Builders should have to 
pay an Increase in rates that was im- 
posed after tho annexation agreement 
was signed," Pcskln said. 


Ho said Miller has paid the increases 


to the village under protest. The suit, 
which will probably be filed In two to 
three weeks, will ask the courts to order 
tho village to refund the amount of the 
increase, he added. 


Miller Builders Is currently tabulating 


what they think the village owes them, 
he said. 


VILLAGE MGR. DANIEL Larson said 


yesterday the annexation agreement only 
froze the costs for water tap on fees and 
other construction costs, not the water 
rates. He said the waterworks and sew- 
age bond revenue ordinance passed in 
1970 required tho village to raise water 
rates to all of its customers, not just 
some. Law prohibits tho village from 
charging one customer one rate and an- 
other customer another, Larson said. 


Thus, he said, the village could not 


freeze tho water rates for the duration of 
the annexation agreement. 


Village officials have said all annexa- 


tions executed between the village and a 
developer state the developer Is subject 
to any Increases in the water rates that 
might occur while the project Is being 


built. "We have treated Miller Builders 
fairly, the some way as all other devel- 
opers," Larson said. 


In the meantime, the village has given 


tentative approval to a one-year exten- 
sion on Miller's annexation agreement so 
It can complete the final phase of the 
development. The agreement, which was 
signed in 1968, expired last week. 


Miller needs the extension because fi- 


nal plans for the last phase have not yet 
been approved and building permits have 
not been Issued. 


Village officials have said the village Is 


obliged to extend the agreement because 
recent negotiations with Miller for more 
park land in the development have held 
up construction. Officials said Miller 
could hove gone ahead with the final 
phase and would not have needed an ex- 
tension had It not been for the negotia- 
tions. 


ABOUT SIX WEEKS ago the village 


board rejected an offer for a 3.5-acre 
park site and decided to let Miller go 
ahead with its final plan for 12 two-story 
apartment buildings. The park offer was 
a result of the negotiations. 


The offer was rejected primarily be- 


cause it would have also allowed Miller 
to build a 1.97-acre shopping center on 
the northern end of the project, 'which is 
near Arlington Heights and Dundee 
roads. 


The negotiations started last February 


when a group of Mill Creek homeowners 
shortage of park land In the devel- 
opment. The final phase has no park 
land.

Victim in satisfactory condition 
Mechanic shot 8 times-

A Dos Plaines man was In satisfactory 


comlltbn yesterday at Holy Family Hos- 
pital after being shot eight times at close 
range by his roommate Tuesday night, 
according to police. 


Peter Kllcn, 29, of 910 Beau Dr., was In 


Intensive care yesterday afternoon, a 
hospital spokesman said. He had been 
shot In the jaw, chest and hand. 


Kllcn's roommate, Antal Schmidt, 29, 


was arrested minutes after the shooting. 
Associate Judge Marvin J. Peters or- 
dered Schmidt, a Hungarian Immigrant, 
token to Cook County Jail on $25,000 bond 
early yesterday. He has been charged by 
DCS Plaines police with attempted mur- 
der and aggravated battery. 


The shooting stemmed from previous 


arguments between the two over the use 


Snake keeper: I won't pay 


By .IEANNETTE DcWYZE 


Although Buffalo Grove officials say 


they arc continuing with plans to bill Da- 
vid Pearson for costs of tho recent vil- 
lage snake hunt, the youth stated flatly 
that he would not pay. 


The snake hunt developed Saturday af- 


ternoon when Pearson, 18, told police 
that Seymour, which he described as 
being a deadly cobra snake, escaped 
from his residence at 560 Maple Dr. 


After three days of frantic search, 


however, village officials announced that 
they believed Seymour was a non-poi- 
sonous rat snake. Officials based this 
opinion on testimony from a snake ex- 
pert who examined a shcdded skin which 
police said came from the escaped 
snake. 


Pearson was unaware of the village 


getting ready to bill or sue him until con- 
tacted by Tho Herald yesterday. 


"I WOULD TAKE It to the highest 


court I could find," Pearson said when 
asked about the possibility of the village 
Initiating civil action in the courts to col- 
lect the damages. 


Tho decision to attempt to bill Pearson 


for the search costs came In the form of 
a resolution which was passed by a 6-0 
vote of the village board Monday night. 


Tho resolution states that the village 
, 
should determine the cost of the search 
and present a bill to Pearson. In the 
event Pearson cannot or will not pay the 
bill, tho resolution directs tho village at- 
torney to Initiate the civil action. 


In proposing the resolution, Trustee 


Thomas Mahoncy said he did not think 
village taxpayers should be forced to pay 
for a search that was caused by the neg- 
ligence of one resident. 


Pearson sold yesterday, however, that 


he did not feel ho had been guilty of any 
negligence In connection with the snake. 


IN DISPUTING THE charge of negli- 


gence Pearson said he Informed the po- 
lice that he was keeping tho snakes the 
second day after he received them for 
safekeeping from Eugene Bowling, a 
Wheeling friend. This was about a month 
and a half ago, he said. 


Ho said he Invited Buffalo Grove police 


officer Charles Wcidncr in to look at the 
snakes, which Included Seymour, two 
boa snakes and a water snake. 


In addition. Pearson said he and Bowl- 


ing asked Wcidncr to check on the legal- 
ity of keeping the snakes. He said he of- 
fered to remove the snakes Immediately 
If there was any law prohibiting them or 
If ho was presented by a petition signed 


Johnny... 


by 50 village residents asking for remov- 
al of the snakes. 


ABOUT A WEEK later the police told 


Pearson that he could legally keep tho 
snakes, Pearson said. While the police 
have confirmed the entire Incident, po- 
lice chief Harry Walsh has said that the 
department was mistakenly acting on 
"bod advice." 


Pearson also said he would refuse to 


pay for the search costs because he dis- 
approved of the manner in which police 
conducted the snake hunt. 


Pearson said although he had con- 


sented to the shoot-to-kill order which po- 
lice issued, he felt that the shotguns used 
In the snake hunt were both unnecessary 
and dangerous. He also said he felt po- 
lice should not have started the search at 
tho house and then moved outward, as 
they did, since Pearson said he thought 
this would tend to drive the snake away. 


Although Pearson voiced criticism of 


the police methods in hunting Seymour, 
he said Monday that ho was following a 
police recommendation to avoid further 
public comment on the snake itself. He 
said the recommendation was aimed at 
preventing tho further spread of public 
panic over the snake. 


THUS. HE REFUSED to comment on 


whether he thought Seymour was a rat 
snake or a cobra snake. 


of an automobile they shared, police 
said. The two worked together as auto 
mechanics at Laurel Motors, 280 E.-Qg- 
den Ave., in Westmont and had been liv- 
ing together In the Des Plaines apart- 
ment for about four months. 


The Incident occurred about 6:30 p.m. 


Police said Schmidt began shooting at 
his roommate immediately after Klfen 
returned from a shopping trip carrying 
bags of groceries. 


Police said they were alerted by a 


building resident who was aroused by the 
gunblasts. Several other residents also 
told police they were startled by the 
shots. 


Police, who arrived on the scene about 


a minute later, nabbed Schmidt as he 
walked onto a terrace outside the first- 
floor apartment. 


Police sold they found Kllen's body ly- 


ing on the floor of an adjacent apart- 
ment, after following a trail of blood 
from the terrace near where Kllcn was 
shot. 


He had apparently staggcd into the 


next apartment through the terrace door 
in search of help before he fell, while the 
residents had run into the hall through 
the front door to investigate the gun- 
shots, police said. 


An automatic pistol, used In the shoot- 


ing as well as a shotgun propped against 
a sofa were found during a police search 
of Schmidt's apartment, according to re- 
ports. Police had not learned yesterday 
afternoon if the guns were registered. •' 
. It was also noticed during the search 
that some bedroom furniture hadjjjjf 
overturned and a telephone had beoq . 
ped from the wall, according to reports. 
Schmidt had reportedly stayed home 
from work that day. 


State's attorneys had difficulty ques- 


tioning Schmidt Tuesday night. The,sus-- 
pcct had been in the U.S. about three 
years and speaks little English. He Is not 
a U.S. citizen. 


Schmidt will be returned to DCS 


Plaines branch of Cook County Circuit

His domain Includes nearly 25,000 sub- 


jects. He treats them with an even-hand- 
ed amount of firmness and tender loving 
care and he has plans for improving the 
future. 


Tho description might befit a royal 


leader, but It also aptly describes the 
king of Des Plaines' forest Larry Komos. 


As the city's forester, Komos oversees 


the care of trees in the community. He 
works to see that dead or damaged trees 
are removed and new trees planted 
throughout the town. 


Komos explained that the city has 


stepped up Its tree planting program In 
recent years. 


city, we have planted about 5,000 of tl ose 
In the past three years," he explained 


WHILE THE CITY contracts with, tut- 


side firms for major tree trlmmlnf or 
removal projects, Komos said that en or- 
gency situations are handled by his de- 
partment. 


Komos and two assistants also dj aw 


manpower and equipment from otier 
city departments as needed. 


Disease, vandalism and negligence are 


the biggest enemies to the city's trees, 
he said. While the dreaded dutch elm dis- 
ease seems to be declining, there are 
other plant bugs that have done some 
damage. 
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Last year the elm disease killed about 


270 trees compared to a peak of nearly 
900 trees two years ago. 


Komos said that vandalism has also 


taken its toll. He explained that not too 
long ago someone broke a large number 
of young trees. He also noted several city 
projects on Miner Street have been dam- 
aged by careless motorist driving over 
small plantings. 


"This type of damage is very dis- 


appointing," Komos added. 


LOCAL RESIDENTS may begin to no- 


tice an Improvement in the city appear- 
ance in the future through the efforts of 
Komos and others. 


Both Komos and the newly created city 


beautlfication commission will be pre- 
paring plans for projects throughout the 
city. 


He said that the city hopes to plan sev-. 


eral projects similar to the North School • 
parking lot beautiflcatlon program which 
is now underway. 


In addition to caring for the city's 


trees, which Includes a monthly in- 
spection, Komos said he frequently re- 
ceives calls from residents who are hav- 
ing trouble with trees or shrubs. 


"Usually I can answer a question or 


find someone who has an answer to the 
problem," he said, adding that many 


calls from residents will call attention to 
the problem that may affect the city's 
trees. 


Komos said that he attends seminars 


and workshops to keep informed on new 
techniques related to his job. He added 
that during the winter months, he meets 
with representatives from other commu- 
nities to discuss mutual problems. 


THE FORESTER, who has had an in- 


terest In trees for more than 13 years, 
said the cooperation' he receives from 
other city departments and officials is 
• excellent. 


"They know that caring for the trees is 


Important and this helps with our plans," 
Komos said. He added that the city was 
recently able to obtain about $5,000 
worth of shrubs free from Klehms Nur- 
sery in Arlington Heights. 


"It was stock that needed to be pruned 


and while It might not have been profit- 
able for them to do it, we can certainly 
make use," he noted. 


While the city is getting ready to begin 


planting more trees this fall, Komos sug- 
gested that residents should be watering 
their trees and shrubs more this week 
during the heat wave. 


"Even mature trees should get a lot of 


water during this heat, especially since 
there has not been a lot of rain 
recently," he said. 


Oakton site 
choice could 
come in fall 


Oakton Community College could get a 


site for its permanent campus this fall, 
according to an official of the state ju- 
nior college board, but the college would 
probably need a second campus If North 
Shore communities annexed to the dis- 
trict next year. 


Fred Wellman, executive secretary of 


the Illinois Junior College Board, an- 
swered questions from members of the 
Oakton board of trustees for nearly two 
hours Tuesday night. He said the state 
board would approve a 
permanent 


campus site for the college late this fall 
if the college board asked it to. However, 
if the state later decides to assign the 
North Shore to Oakton's district it would 
probably mean a second campus for the 
college, he said. 


The Oakton Board of Trustees asked 


Wellman to attend their meeting Tues- 
day to respond to the board's decision to 
select a permanent campus site for the 
college this year. 


The college had delayed selection of a 


site for several months hoping commu- 
nities on the North Shore would annex to 
the district so the college could build the 
campus there. 


EARLIER THIS MONTH Oakton offi- 


cials decided to end all site studies on 
the North Shore and pick a site in the 
college district. The board of trustees 
passed a resolution to select a site "im- 
mediately" and the college citizens' site 
committee backed the resolution by rec- 
ommending three sites in the district. 


The North Shore could still become a 


part of Oakton's district by state law 
next year. The law requires all areas of 
Illinois to be in a junior college district 
but if non-district areas don't join a dis- 
trict or form one of their own the state 
places them in a district on Jan. I next 
year. 


Wellman said the state's decision on 


the non-district North Shore area won't 
be final until next summer. He said Oak- 
ton could go ahead and select a site this 
fall. 


Wellman told Oakton trustees the state 


board is "very hopeful Oakton can solve 
its site problem as soon as possible." If 
the college is "ready to make a decision 
on a site in the district," the state board 
staff would recommend that the state ap- 
prove a site, he said. 


Oakton trustee Raymond Hartstein 


asked Wellman what the state planned to 
do with the North Shore. "We have not 
made any judgment on it yet," said Well- 
man. "In this case the staff feels it could 
go either way, annex to Oakton or form a 
district" for the North Shore commu- 
nities. He added that student enrollment 
in both Oakton and the North Shore Is 
large enough to justify a college campus 
for each area, whether the campuses are 
in separate districts or whether they are 
both in the Oakton district. 


Oakton board chairman Paul Gilson 


complained that the law does not give 
Oakton any authority to deny annexation 
of the North Snore. "Nowhere does it 
give us any opportunity to present our 
viewpoint," he said, "Why don't you ask 
us?" 


Wellman said Oakton does have a right 


to protest annexation of the North Shore 
in a public hearing next spring. He said 
the college could also state a preference 
to the state board this fall, but legally 
Oakton's statement would not have as 
much weight as a statement of prefer- 
ence from North Shore communities. 


WELLMAN SAID his staff is ready to 


act Immediately if Oakton chooses its 
temporary campus at 7900 N. Nagle 
Ave., in Morton Grove, as its permanent 
site, but said he has "some reservations" 
about two other sites in the northwest 
corner of the district also being consid- 
ered for a permanent campus. 


If Northfield Township is annexed to 


Oakton, "the northwest sites make a lot 
of sense," he said, but if Evanston an- 
nexes to Oakton, the sites are not as de- 
sirable because Evanston students would 
have to commute a long distance to the

Jim Wills bared bis soul yesterday af- 


ternoon, but his birthday suit was a little 
too much for Hanover Park police. 


Police "pinched" Wills, so, on charges 


of disorderly conduct and public in- 
decency after they found him sunning hij 
bare backside in his backyard at 7103 
Mcadowbrook Dr., Hanover Park. 


Two plalnclothcs detectives were re- 


sponding to a complaint filed about 2 
p.m. at the police station by a citizen. 


Wills staged the brownlng-ln-the-buff 


Incident with help from his lawyer, Wil- 
liam Stukas. Wills hopes to provide a test 
case on the question of the legality of 
nude sunbathing. 


The self-proclaimed nude sun bather, 


who was released on $1,000 bond, Is 
scheduled to appear at 9:30 a.m. Sept. 20 
In tho Schaumburg branch of the Circuit 
Court. 


ARRESTING OFFICERS said they had 


been aware of "Mr. Wills' intentions," 
but added that they did not know the in- 
cident would take place until the com- 
plainant came to the station. Wills said 
part of the plans included a specially 
picked complainant who would walk by 
and report it to the police. 


"I'm doing It primarily from a reli- 


gious motivation, you might say," Wills 
said. 


"I'm not afraid of getting arrested. 


Jesus Christ was arrested, and he was 
right," ho added. 


Wills, a marketing statistician for a 


houscwares firm, went Into his back- 


yard about 2 p.m. The yard is about SO 
by 60 feet with a chain-link fence around 
the perimeter. The neighbors have an 
unobstructed view of Wills' backyard. 


Wills had spread out a white towel in 


the northeast corner of the yard next to 
the house. He sat down and talked to his 
wife who was whispering from a nearby 
window. 


He waited a minute, and then gingerly 


slipped his pants off. He lay with only 
the backside exposed. 


HE SAID HE WAS not really embar- 


rasied to take his clothes off, but added, 
"If there was a group of 30 or 40 persons 
along the fence yelling and screaming, 
then it might be a little embarrassing." 


A neighbor couple did not seem to take 


note of Wills' nude body, but a few min- 
utes later a female voice called out, 
"Apparently, it doesn't bother you that I 
have two teen-aged girls out here." 


The detectives then walked through the 


backyard gate and advised Wills of his 
constitutional rights. Wills put on his 
clothes, was handcuffed and token to the 
police station for booking procedures. 


Wills said he at one time had opposed 


pornography In Chicago. He added that 
his life took a ISO-degree turn when he 
had an "awakening" one night. 


"I was sleeping one night. And I 


thought, 'Who Is higher than the Su- 
preme Court? God of course,' and God 
made us nude when we were born. The 
Bible docs not say nudity is bad," Wills, 
who says he is a religious man, added.

"I'm 
not doing it (protesting) just (or myself, 
but for a cause." 


AS COMPARED TO topless and bot- 


tomless bars, adult magazines and mov- 
ies and nude bathing beaches around the 
world, he said nude sun bathing Is noth- 
ing.

Arlington Heights 
road open soon 
south of bridge 


Two lanes of Arlington Heights Road 


south of the Salt Creek bridge may be 
open to traffic "in a couple weeks," ac- 
cording to a spokesman for the Cook 
County Highway Department. 


The spokesman said the two south- 


bound lanes are expected to be finished 
soon. Once curbs and gutters arc In- 
stalled and the concrete has had time to 
"cure," the lanes will be open to two* 
way traffic. 


Exact date of the road opening will de- 


pend on the weather and other construc- 
tion factors. The spokesman sold con- 
crete cannot be poured In extremely hot 
weather, which may delay the opening if 
present high temperatures contlnmr. 


After the two south lanes arc open, 


work will begin on the northbound lanes. 


ARLINGTON HEIGHTS Road Is being 


widened to a four-lane road between the 
Salt Creek bridge near Elk Grove High 
School and Devon Avenue. The $2.5 mil- 
lion project Is a Cook County construc- 
tion program started in May. 


The project, when completed, will 


moke Arlington Heights Road a four-lane 
road throughout the length of the village. 
As part of the same project, Devon Ave- 
nue is also being widened to four lanes. 


The work is being done in stages and is 


not expected to be completed until Octo- 
ber, 1074. 


The county spokesman said the work is 


on schedule so far, but future progress 
would depend on the weather. 


Milburn Brothers, Inc. of Arlington 


Heights, was awarded the contract for 
the project. 


In a separate project, the county Is 


also widening Biestcrficld Road west of 
Arlington Heights Road. Biestcrficld Is 
also being mode Into a four-lane road. 


The construction has created bad traf- 


fic jams at the intersection of Arlington 
Heights and Biestcrficld roads. Elk 
Grove Village police have scheduled spe- 
cial assignments for patrolmen to direct 
traffic at the Intersection, especially dur- 
ing rush hours. 


Keeper says he won't pay 
cost for big snake hunt

Although Buffalo Grove officials say

Initiating civil action In the courts to col- 
lect the damages. 


The decision to attempt to bill Pearson 


for the search costs came In the form of 
a resolution-which was passed by a 6-0 
vote of the village board Monday night. 


The resolution states that the village 


should determine the cost of the search

The shooting stemmed from previous 


arguments between the two over the use 
of an automobile they shared, police 
said. The two worked together as auto 
mechanics at Laurel Motors, 280 E. Og- 
den Avc., in Wcstraont and had been liv- 
ing together in the Des Plalnes apart- 
ment for about four months. 


The Incident occurred about 6:30 p.m. 


Police said Schmidt began shooting at 
his roommate Immediately after Kllen 
returned from a shopping trip carrying 
bags of groceries.

Trustees change ordinance 
Wing wins way for his van truck 


by FRED GACA 


Robert Wing has won his battle of the 


boulevards without firing a shot. He can 
now drive his van truck on Kennedy and 
Elk Grove boulevards without getting a 
ticket. 


The village had an ordinance prohibit- 


ing all trucks from using the boulevards 
as through streets. Any truck making a 
delivery to a homo on the boulevard, or 
school buses and "camper" trucks had 
access to the boulevards. But the law 
was changed Tuesday night. 


Wing, of 120 Essex, recently got two 


tickets for driving on the boulevard, and 
he vowed to fight the citations and carry 
the dispute to the village board. 


Wing lives and works in the villager 


but had to take a roundabout route to get 
the two miles to his business in the in- 
dustrial park because of the boulevard 
law. He said he had to travel six miles 
out of his way each day just to get to and 
from work. 


and a Lion 


Wing also said other vehicles such as 


campers are heavier than his van, but 
they were allowed because of their recre- 
ational license classification. 


Tuesday night, Wing, with a small 


group of businessmen and their families 
who also opposed the ordinance, came to 
the village board meeting. Before Wing 
or any other member of the group could 
speak, the board changed the ordinance. 


THE NEW ordinance allows trucks 


with a "B" license plate free access to 
the boulevards. A "B" license is the 
state license used for small, light-weight 
pick-up trucks and vans. 


Trustee Edward Kenna, who made the 


motion to change the ordinance, said the 
original law prohibiting all trucks was a 
"mistake." He said the problem was fur- 
ther complicated by the construction 
work on Arlington Heights Road and De- 
von Avenue. 


Trustee Ronald Chernlck argued that 
the ordinance was good, but the enforce- 
ment was not properly done. 


Kenna Insisted the ordinance itself, not 


the enforcement, was a mistake and had 
to be changed. 


Village President Charles Zettek said 


the original ordinance was designed to 
prevent heavy truck traffic from using 
the boulevards that are lined with 
homes, schools, churches and parks. He 
said the trucks would present a danger 
and a disturbance to the residents. 


Zettek said the new ordinance would 


relieve the problems of the local busi- 
nessmen with small trucks while still 
protecting the residents. 


Wing thanked the board for its action, 


but he wanted to know what would hap- 
pen to the traffic tickets that were Issued 
under the old ordinance. 


WING CONTENDED the police depart- 


ment had started a recent "campaign" 
against trucks on the boulevard and had 
written numerous tickets for the viola- 
tion. Most of these tickets have not been 
heard in court. 


The board, under advice from its attor- 


ney, Edward Hofert, decided against re- 
fusing to collect any fines or directing 
the police not to process the tickets. 


Hofert said the courts would probably 


be inclined to dismiss the tickets in view 
of the board's action. 


Although the new ordinance cannot be 


legally Implemented for several days, 
Zettek told Police Chief Harry Jenkins to 
direct the department to stop ticketing 
the "B" license trucks immediately. 


In other action at the meeting the 


board: 


• Entered into an agreement with the 


state to Install traffic signals at Elm-

Mini-bike, motorcycle riders 
without license face trouble

Under-age and unlicensed motorcycle 


and mini-bike drivers will be riding Into 
trouble in Elk Grove Village. 


If stopped by police, they and their 


parents will come before a stern judge 
who is worried about the danger a young 
rider presents to himself and others. 


Associate Judge Albert LaPlante, who 


sits In the Elk Grove Village branch of 
the Cook County Circuit Court, said he 
has "no quarrel" with a young person 
learning about the mechanics of a mo- 
torcycle or mini-bike. "I am opposed to 
their reckless driving," he said. 


Police Chief Harry Jenkins said many 


of the problems Involve under-age driv- 
ers of mini-bikes. These are very small, 
motorized vehicles characterized by 
wheels only a few Inches in diameter, 
short wheel base and small engine. 


Mini-bikes are generally too small to 


be licensed for street use in the state, but 


Jenkins said parents often buy them for 
their children. 


The youths, at first, ride only on their 


property, often going up and down the 
driveway. Jenkins said, however, that 
In a short time the youth usually takes 
the mini-bike on the sidewalk and then 
out on the streets. 


ACCORDING TO Jenkins, the first 


time, police stop a mini-bike rider on the 
street, the rider Is given a warning. The 
second time the rider Is stopped, bis par- 
ents are told it is illegal for him to be on 
the street. 


"Wisconsin has mini-bike trails where 


anyone can ride," said Jenkins. "Illinois 
has no place to use. Riders can only go 
on their own property or other private 
property If they have the consent of the 
owner. Owners don't grant permission 
because they can be held liable for acci- 
dents." ' 


Repeated offenders will be charged 


and must appear In court, where "each 
case is decided on its own merits," said 
La Plante. 


He said the youths have to learn to live 


in a world of rules and regulations. 


The youth, however, Is not the only one 


on trial. "Parents are always on trial 
when the child Is," said LaPlante. 


According to LaPlante, parents have 


the responsibility to control the actions of 
their children. When parents refuse to 
enforce this responsibility, they are not 
helping their children. 


"PARENTS ARE wishy-washy. They 


don't enter into the discipline of the chil- 
dren. They contribute to the delinquency 
of the children," he said. 


"It's natural for a child to test his lim- 


its, to see how far he can go. It would be 
unnatural for a child not to do this," said 
LaPlante. "It is the parents' responsl-

Pearson said yesterday, however, that 


ho did not feel he had been guilty of any 
negligence In connection with the snake. 


IN DISPUTING THE charge of negli- 


gence Pearson said he Informed the po- 
lice that he was keeping the snakes the 
second day after ho received them for 


safekeeping from Eugene Bowling, a 
Wheeling friend. This was about a month 
and a half ago, he said. 


He said he Invited Buffalo Grove police 


officer Charles Wcldncr In to look at the 
snakes, which Included Seymour, two 
baa snakes and a water snake. 


In addition, Pearson said he and Bowl- 


Ing asked Wcldncr to check on the legal- 
ity of keeping the snakes. He said he of- 
fered to remove the snakes immediately 
If there was any law prohibiting them or 
If ho was presented by a petition signed 
by SO village residents asking for remov- 
al of the snakes. 


ABOUT A WEEK later the police told

Police, who arrived on the scene about

At Arlington Park's Future of America 


Fair, the livestock owners chose to take 
their animals home instead of selling 
them at today's market prices. 


The livestock auction barn was desert- 


ed Tuesday. Instead of the folksy clamor 
of farmers and their lifeblood, the ani- 
mals they raise, there was only a silent 
.wind blowing over the straw-covered are- 
na and empty bleachers at the Future of 
America sale. 


Ray Miltz, director of the livestock 


show, wistfully shook his head and 
blamed the situation on the meat price 
ceiling. Some 100 exhibitors brought their 
steers, hogs and lambs to be poked and 
scrutinized by judges from universities 
around the country. 


Those farmers and breeders came 


from Indiana, Iowa and Illinois. One rea- 
son they came was for the judging. But 
another big reason was the hope of sell- 
ing their animals for a better price than 
they could get in the regular market- 
place. 


IT SEEMS THAT the farmers came 


hoping to find a more receptive market, 
one with buyers willing to pay out more 
for this livestock than they would give 
for other animals/ 


When it became clear that the auction 


probably wouldn't bring the farmers any 
higher price, the livestock officials called 
a meeting with the exhibitors and de- 
cided to call off the auction. 


Even if the sale had happened, Mlltz 


had another major problem. He wasn't 
able to line up slaughterers to process 
the animals for people who bought one or 
two animals. 


Miltz explained that most slaughter- 


houses want 60 days advance notice, and 
they don't usually like to handle a few 
animals for a single customer. 


Many farmers across the nation also 


are holding back their livestock from 
market until the beef price ceiling is lift- 
ed Sept. 12 when prices arc expected to 
jump considerably. 


Livestock show officials are optimistic 


that next year will be better. For this 
year, the lucky farmers walked away 
with a ribbon and maybe a little prize 
money. The others went back home as 
they had come, with livestock In tow and 
out the cost of the entry fee.

cross-bred Chorlols shown by the Hewlett

Paper shortage 
feared in 
schools here 


Remember when kids ran to school 


with a blackboard slate under their arm 
and chalk clutched In their hands? It's a 
scene from the past. 


It could happen In Schaumburg Town- 


ship Wednesday when School Dist. 54 
opens the doors at 24 schools. 


Only half the usual paper supply Dlst. 


54 ordered for the school year was deliv- 
ered, and administrators say they fear a 
paper shortage. 


Joe Vlso, director of buildings and 


grounds, said the district, with approxi- 
mately 14,000 students, uses about 25,000 
reams of paper a school year. Although 
the school docs not supply students with 
paper, many of their work sheets are dit- 
to machine or mimeographed tests sup- 
plied by the schools. 


"We will use every inch of available 


space on a sheet of paper," said Viso. 
Administrators said they will attempt to 
use as little paper as possible. 


This doesn't mean an end to written 


homework assignments. Students will 
just be asked to write on both sides of 
the paper. 


Viso said the district's suppliers make 


no promises about eventual delivery and 
we are going to ration the supply ue 
have. 


The director said other material short- 


ages have also affected operation of the 
buildings. However the paper shortage 
caused by rail strikes and the Canadian 
paper mill strikes "has us worried the 
most," he added. 


"We have only one type of paper over- 


stocked from last year, but it's just not 
suitable for class work," said Viso.

there, and a confession the young admi- 
rers can't hear: "I'm really not an exhi- 
bitionist.

Sun bather bares his, er, soul... 


Jim Wills bnrcd his soul yesterday af- 


ternoon, but his birthday suit was a little 
too much for Hanover Park police. 


Police "pinched" Wills, SO, on charges 


of disorderly conduct and public in- 
decency after they found him sunning his 
bare backside In his backyard at 7102 
Mcadowbrook Dr., Hanover Park. 


Two plalnclothcs detectives were re- 


sponding to a complaint filed about 2 
p.m. at the police station by a citizen. 


Wills staged the brownlng-ln-thc-buff 


Incident with help from his lawyer, Wil- 
liam Stukas. Wills hopes to provide a test 
case on the question of the legality of 
nude sunbathing. 


The self-proclaimed nude sun bather, 


wha was released on $1,000 bond, Is 
scheduled to appear at 0:30 a.m. Sept. 20 
In the Schaumburg branch of the Circuit 
Court. 


ARRESTING OFFICERS said they had 


been nwarc of "Mr. Wills' Intentions," 
but added lhal they did not know the In- 
cident would take place until the com- 


plainant came to the station. Wills said 
part of the plans Included a specially 
picked complainant who would walk by 
and report It to the police. 


"I'm doing it primarily from a reli- 


gious motivation, you might say," Wills 
said. 


"I'm not afraid of getting arrested. 


Jesus Christ was arrested, and he was 
right," he added. 


Wills, a marketing statistician for a 


housewares firm, went into his back- 
yard about 2 p.m. The yard Is about SO 
by 60 feet with a chain-link fence around 
the perimeter. The neighbors have an 
unobstructed view of Wills' backyard. 


Wills had spread out a white towel in 


the northeast corner of the yard next to 
the house. He sat down and talked to his 
wife who was whispering from a nearby 
window. 


He waited a minute, and then gingerly 


slipped his pants off. He lay with only 
the backside exposed. 


HE SAID HE WAS not really embar- 


rassed to take his clothes off, but added, 
"If there was a group of 30 or 40 persons 
along the fence yelling and screaming, 
then it might be a little embarrassing." 


A neighbor couple did not seem to take 


note of Wills' nude body, but a few min- 
utes later a female voice called out, 
"Apparently, it doesn't bother you that I 
have two teen-aged girls out here." 


The detectives then walked through' the 


backyard gate and advised Wills of his 
constitutional rights. Wills put on his 
clothes, was handcuffed and taken to the 
police station for booking procedures. 


Wills said he at one time had opposed 


pornography in Chicago. He added that 
his life took a IBO-degrce turn when he 
had an "awakening" one night. 


"I was sleeping one night. And I 


thought, 'Who Is higher than the'Su- 
preme Court? God of course,' and God 
made us nude when we were born. The 
Bible does not say nudity is bad," Wills, 
who says he Is a religious man, added. 


He recalled that his wife and his oldest 


daughter were somewhat against his In- 
tentions and that his youngest daughter 
"had a freer mind." 


"I've gone nude sun-bathing in DuPage 


County. I have my place," he said. "I'm 
not doing it (protesting) just for myself, 
but for a cause." 


AS COMPARED TO topless and bot-

District officials set a growth factor of

year. 


The actual growth experienced by the

The 
condominiums are assessed at 30 per 
cent of their market value, and the 
homes at 22 per cent. 


"We're assessed higher than all the 


rest of them and we're getting less for 
it," sne'sald. 


THE FREE garbage bags will mean a 


savings of $17.50 a household, based on 
the current market price of $8.75 for 100 
bags. Mrs. Mackin said she thought con- 
dominium owners should be given the' 
cash equivalent of the bags. 


One trustee, Fred H. Zajonc, warned at 


the time the board agreed to distribute 
bags to homeowners that other taxpayers 
may regard the action as discriminatory. 


Homeowners account for about 40 per 


cent of the taxes in Palatine, while busi- 
nesses, apartment buildings and con- 
dominium buildings provide the remain- 
ing 60 per cent. 


A Herald spotcheck of some local busi- 


nesses and apartments indicated that

Six small neighborhood parks have 


been landscaped. Most are located in the 
Hunting Ridge subdivision.

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Keeper says he won't pay 
cost for big snake hunt

Although Buffalo Grove officials say 


they aro continuing with plans to bill Da- 
vid Pearson for costs of tho recent vil- 
lage snake hunt, tho youth stated flatly 
that ho would not pay. 


The snake hunt developed Saturday af- 


ternoon when Pearson, 18, told police 
that Seymour, which he described as 
being a deadly cobra snake, escaped 
from his residence at 568 Maple Dr. 


After three days of frantic search, 


however, village officials announced that 
(hey believed Seymour was a non-poi- 
sonous rat snake. Officials based this 
opinion on testimony from a snake ex- 
pert who examined a shedded skin which 
police said came from tho escaped 
snake. 


Pearson was unaware of the village 


getting ready to bill or sue him until con- 
tacted by The Herald yesterday. 


"I WOULD TAKE It to the highest 


court I could find," Pearson said when 
asked about the possibility of the village 
Initiating civil action In the courts to col- 
lect tho damages. 


The decision to attempt to bill Pearson 


for the search costs came In the form of 
a resolution which was passed by a 8-0 
vote of tho village board Monday night. 


The resolution states that the village 


should determine the cost of the search 
and present a bill to Pearson. In tho 
event Pearson cannot or will not pay the 
bill, tho resolution directs the village at- 
torney to Initiate the civil action. 


In proposing tho resolution, Trustee 


Thomas Mahoncy said he did not think 
village taxpayers should bo forced to pay 
for a search that was caused by the neg- 
ligence of one resident. 


Pearson said yesterday, however, that 


ho did not feel he had been guilty of any 
negligence in connection with tho snake. 


IN DISPUTING THE charge of negli- 


gence Pearson said he Informed tho po- 
lice that ho was keeping the snakes tho 
second day after he received them for 
safekeeping from Eugene Bowling, a 
Wheeling friend. Thb was about a month 
and a half ago, he said. 


Ho said he Invited Buffalo Grove police 


officer Charles Wcldncr In to look at tho 
snakes, which included Seymour, two 
boa snakes and a water snake. 


In addition, Pearson said he and Bowl- 


ing asked Wcldncr to check on the legal- 
ity of keeping the snakes. Ho said he of- 
fered to remove the snakes Immediately 
If there was any law prohibiting them or 


if he was presented by a petition signed 
by 50 village residents asking for remov- 
al of the snakes. 


ABOUT A WEEK later the police told 


Pearson that he could legally keep the 
snakes, Pearson said. While the police 
have confirmed the entire incident, po- 
lice chief Harry Walsh has said that the 
department was mistakenly acting on 
"bad advice." 


Pearson also said he would refuse to 


pay for the search costs because he dis- 
approved of the manner in which police 
conducted the snake hunt. 


Pearson sold although he had con- 


sented to the shoot-to-kill order which po- 
lice Issued, he felt that the shotguns used 
in the snake hunt were both unnecessary 
and dangerous. He also said he felt po- 
lice should not have started the search at 
tho house and then moved outward, as 
they did, since Pearson said he thought 
this would tend to drive the snake away. 


Although Pearson voiced criticism of 


the police methods In hunting Seymour, 
he said Monday that he was following a 
police recommendation to avoid further 
public comment on the snake itself. He 
said tho recommendation was aimed at 
preventing the further spread of public 
panic over the snake. 


THUS, HE REFUSED to comment on 


whether he thought Seymour was a rat 
snake or a cobra snake. 


He did say, however, that he planned 


to go with a police officer to a zoo where 
he could identify a snake which looked 
like Seymour. 


Pearson described the snake as being 


black, red, and gold. 


"I also knew that the snake had a 


hood, because It tried to bite me a few 
times," he said. 


Village Attorney Richard Raysa yes- 


terday said when he was first consulted 
about tho potential suit against Pearson 
he had expressed the opinion that the 
search costs could be recovered. How- 
ever, Raysa said he was unaware that 
the police had told tho youth the snakes 
were not illegal. 


If further legal research reveals that a 


suit would be unfeasible, Raysa said he 
would recommend that the village not 
prosecute Pearson. 


Faced 
with a disorderly conduct 


charge and a possible court battle, Pear- 
son said yesterday that his primary con- 
cern was still the recovery of the snake. 


"I'm just worried about the snake bit- 


ing someone," he said. 
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Park board delays action

Because of 
potential criticism, he said.

A to- 
tal of 648 students were registered 
through Aug. 22. Since that time new stu- 
dent registration has been conducted at 
the 20 district schools and no figures are 
available on the size of the enrollment. 


The new student enrollment figure is 


nearly double last year's total of 322 stu- 
dents during this same period. 


Supt. Frank Whiteley emphasized the 


new student enrollment figure does not 
represent growth to the district because 
it does not take into account how many 
students moved out of the district during 
the summer. 


District officials set a growth factor of 


400 students when they were planning 
student assignments for this year. More 
than half of .the new students are ex- 
pected to be enrolled during the summer 
and the remainder during the school 
year. 


The actual growth experienced by the 


school district will not be known until 
Sept. 11 when sixth day enrollment fig- 
ures are compiled. The last official en- 


rollment in the district was made May 15 
and showed a total enrollment-of 12,263 
students. If the growth projection for this 
year is accurate enrollment should be 
nearly 12,700 students. 


Enrollment In the district has leveled 


off during the past few years because of 
the completion of many single family de- 
velopments and slowdown of other types 
of development within the district.

Meyer said yesterday he made the ap-

Fire Chief Thomas Fogarty is in North- 


west Community Hospital recuperating 
from a heart attack suffered two weeks 
ago. 


Loesch is one of three department lieu- 


tenants who have been running the de- 


partment in Fogarty's absence. Meyer 
said all three lieutenants, Loesch, 
Charles Sellards, and Roger Mueller, are 
equally qualified to head operations tem- 
porarily. Meyer said he decided to chose 
one of the three "to give direction" to 
the department until Fogarty is able to 
return. 


Meyer said be expects Fogarty to re- 


turn to full-time duties following his re- 
cuperation. He said, however,- that doc- 
tors have indicated Fogarty may require 
three to four weeks of recuperation at 
home after his release from the hospi- 
tal, which is expected to come in 10 days 
to two weeks.

Keeper says he won't pay 
cost for big snake hunt

Although Buffalo Grove official] say 


they arc continuing with plans to bill Da- 
vld Pearson for costs of the recent vil- 
lage snake hunt, the youth stated flatly 
that ho would not pay. 


Tho snake hunt developed Saturday af- 


ternoon when Pearson, 18, told police 
that Seymour, which he described as 
being a deadly cobra snake, escaped 
from his residence at 568 Maple Dr. 


After three days of frantic search, 


however, village officials announced that 
they believed Seymour was a non-poi- 
sonous rat snake. Officials based this 
opinion on testimony from a snake ex- 
pert who examined a sheddcd skin which 
police said came from the escaped 
snake. 


Pearson was unaware of the village 


petting ready to bill or sue him until con- 
tacted by Tho Herald yesterday. 


"I WOULD TAKE It to the highest 


court I could find," Pearson sold when 
asked about the possibility of the vllligo 
Initiating civil action In the courts to col- 
Icct the damages. 


The decision to attempt to bill Pearson 


for the search costs came In the form of 
n resolution which was passed by a 6-0 
vole of the village board Monday night. 


The resolution states that the village 


should determine the cost of the search 
and present a bill to Pearson. In the 
event Pearson cannot or will not pay the 
bill, the resolution directs the village at- 
torney to Initiate the civil action. 


In proposing the resolution. Trustee 


Thomas Mahoncy said he did not think 
village taxpayers should be forced to pay 
for a search that was caused by the neg- 
ligence of one resident. 


Pearson said yesterday, however, that 


he did not feel he had been guilty of any 
negligence In connection with the snake. 


IN DISPUTING THE charge of negli- 


gence Pearson said he informed the po- 
lice that he was keeping the snakes the 
second day after he received them for 
safekeeping from Eugene Bowling, a 
Wheeling friend. This was about a month 
and a half ago, he said. 


He said he Invited Buffalo Grove police 


officer Charles Wcldncr In to look at the 
makes, which Included Seymour, two 
boa snakes and a water snake. 


In addition, Pearson said he and Bowl- 


' lag asked Wcldncr to check on the legal- 
ity of keeping the snakes. He said he of- 
fered to remove the snakes Immediately 
If there was any law prohibiting them or 
If he was presented by a petition signed 
by SO village residents asking for remov- 
al of the snakes. 


ABOUT A WEEK later the police told 


Pearson that he could legally keep the 
snakes, Pearson said. While the police 
have confirmed the entire incident, po- 
lice chief Harry Walsh has said that the 
department was mistakenly acting on 
"bad advice." 


Pearson also said he would refuse to 


pay for tho search costs because he dis- 
approved of tho manner In which police 
conducted the snake hunt. 


Pearson said although he had con- 


sented to the shoot-to-kill order which po- 
lice Issued, he felt that the shotguns used 
in the snake hunt were both unnecessary 
and dangerous. He also said ho felt po- 
lice should not have started the search at 
the house and then moved outward, as 
they did, since Pearson said he thought 
this would tend to drive the snako away. 


Although Pearson voiced criticism of 


the police methods in hunting Seymour, 
he said Monday that ho was following a 
police recommendation to avoid further 
public comment on the snake Itself. He 
sold the recommendation was aimed at 
preventing the further spread of public 
panic over the snake.

Police "pinched" Wills, 50, on charges 


of disorderly conduct and public In- 
decency after they found him sunning his 
bare backside In his backyard at 7102 
Mcodowbrook Dr., Hanover Park. 


Two plalnclothes detectives were re- 


sponding to a complaint filed about 2 
p.m. at the police station by a citizen. 


Wills staged the brownlng-ln-thc-buff 


Incident with help from his lawyer. Wil- 
liam Stukos. Wills hopes to provide a test 
case on the question of the legality of 
nude sunbathing. 


The self-proclaimed nude sun bather, 


who was released on $1,000 bond, Is 
scheduled to appear at 0:30 a.m. Sept. 20 
In the Schaumburg branch of the Circuit 
Court. 


ARRESTING OFFICERS said they had 


been aware of "Mr. Wilts' Intentions," 
but added that they did not know the In- 
cident would take place until the com* 


plalnant came to the station. Wills said 
part of the plans included a specially 
picked complainant who would walk by 
and report It to the police. 


"I'm doing It primarily from a reli- 


gious motivation, you might say," Wills 
said. 


"I'm not afraid of getting arrested. 


Jesus Christ was arrested, and he was 
right," he added. 


Wills, a marketing statistician for a 


houscwnres firm, went Into his back- 
yard about 2 p.m. The yard Is about SO 
by 60 feet with a chain-link fence around 
the perimeter. The neighbors have an 
unobstructed view of Wills' backyard. 


Wills had spread out a white towel in 


the northeast corner of the yard next to 
the house. He sat down and talked to his 
wife who was whispering from a nearby 
window. 


He waited a minute, and then gingerly 


slipped his pants off. He lay with only 
the backside exposed. 


HE SAID HE WAS not really embar- 


rassed to take his clothes off, but added, 
"If there was a group of 30 or 40 persons 
along the fence yelling and screaming, 
then it might be a little embarrassing." 


A neighbor couple did not seem to take 


note of Wills' nude body, but a few min- 
utes later a female voice called out, 
"Apparently, it doesn't bother you that I 
have two teen-aged girls out here." 


The detectives then walked through the 


backyard gate and advised Wills of his 
constitutional rights. Wills put on his 
clothes, was handcuffed and taken to the 
police station for booking procedures. 


Wills said he at one time had opposed 


pornography in Chicago. He added that 
his life took a ISO-degree turn when he 
had an "awakening" one night. 


"I was sleeping one night. And I 


thought, 'Who is higher than the Su- 
preme Court? God of course,' and God 
made us nude when we were born. The 
Bible docs not say nudity Is bad," Wills, 
who says he Is a religious man, added. 


He recalled that his wife and his oldest 


daughter were somewhat against his in- 
tentions and that his youngest daughter 
"had a freer mind." 


"I've gone nude sun-bathing In DuPage 


County. I have my place," he said. "I'm 
not doing It (protesting) just for myself, 
but for a cause." 


AS COMPARED TO topless and bot- 


tomless bars, adult magazines and mov- 
ies and nude bathing beaches around the 
world, he said nude sun bathing Is noth- 
ing. 


"There's nothing wrong with nudity. 


And there's nothing wrong with sunbath- 
ing," Wills said. "Two rights make a 
third right." 


Mrs. Peggy Troccoli, 7097 Edgebrook 


Lane, a neighbor, said, "I was shocked. I 
was dumbfounded. I was certainly not 
happy with my teen-aged girls back 
there." 


"It was offensive to me," she added. 


"You notice iie did it during the day 
when just the women are around. I'd like 
to see him do It with the men around." 
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Study committee 
outlines takeover 
of fire district

The proposed village takeover of the 


Hoffman Estates Fire Department took 
another bound forward last night. 


Members of a joint village-fire district 


committee studying recommendations 
for a municipal fire department quickly 
drafted a joint statement. The statement 
will go before the Hoffman Estates vil- 
la Re board at Its meeting Tuesday night 
and the board of trustees for the Hoff- 
man Estates Fire Protection District 
Sept. 10. 


The fire protection district subcom- 


mittee and the village subcommittee 
were in solid agreement that a municipal 
fire department should be put into oper- 
ation as soon as possible. 


The statement said the best long-range 


Interests of the community would be 
served because of uniform fire protection 
for the entire village and greater finan- 
cial resources to fund the department. 


Liabilities and assets of the fire protec- 


tion district would be assumed by thu vil- 
lage under the takeover. 


THE STATEMENT recommended, in 


order of priority, the following steps: 


• Dlsanncx the area presently served 


by the Palatine Rural Fire Protection 
District. 


• Construct another (Ire station In the 


Howle-ln-the-Hllls area. 


• Assume liabilities and assets of the 


fire protection district. 


• Establish the municipal department. 
• Dlsannex areas presently served by 


Iho Bartlett-Countryslde Fire Protection 
District and the East Dundee Fire Pro- 
tection District.

This differs from priorities listed In the 
report made fay Notional Loss Control 
Service Corp. of Long Grovd^ 


William Brilliant, president of the fire • 


protection district's board of trustees, 
said the listed order of priorities would 
maintain fire protection In areas pre- 
sently served by the district but not In 
the boundaries of the village. Service 
would be assured to those areas until an- 
other arrangement could be made. 


BRILLIANT ADDED that the budget 


for 1976 for full-time and volunteer per- 
sonnel could be more than $750,000. 


The statement also advises that an ad- 


ditional ambulance would be required 
when the third fire station is completed. 
It mentioned the possible need for sophis- 
ticated fire-fighting equipment for use in 
high-rise buildings. 


The three fire stations arc needed to 


assure protection for persons south of the 
Northwest Tollway, the statement said. 
The National Loss Corp. report had ad- 
vised abandoning construction of the 
third fire station, and if that was Impos- 
sible, the closing of fire station number 
2, because of their proximity to each oth- 
er. 


V o 1 u n t e cr and full-time personnel 


should be maintained and upgraded as 
needed, the statement added. 


It was recommended to retain the mu- 


tual aid response program with the 
Schaumburg fire department. 


The statement said the National Loss 


report was vague in its recommendation 
that police and (ire dispatching facilities 
be consolidated. The statement opposed 
the consolidation. 
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GASOLINE STORAGE'tanks were installed this summer 
at three Dist. 211 high schools in an effort to increase 
the district's gas storage capacity. But this year, the 


district has had some trouble getting tha gasoline 
needs and is still waiting for delivery of the first supply. 


Paper shortage 
feared in 
schools here 


Remember when kids ran to school 


with a blackboard slate under their arm 
and chalk clutched In their hands? It's a 
scene from the past. 


It could happen in Schaumburg Town- 


ship Wednesday when School Dlst. 54 
opens the doors at 24 schools. 


Only half the usual paper supply Dist. 


54 ordered for the school year was deliv- 
ered, and administrators say they fear a 
paper shortage. 


Joe Vlso, director of buildings and 


grounds, said the district, with approxi- 
mately 14,000 students, uses about 25,000 
reams of paper a school year. Although 
the school does not supply students with 
paper, many of their work sheets are dit- 
to machine or mimeographed tests sup- 
plied by the schools. 


"We will use every Inch of available 


space on a sheet of paper," said Viso. 
Administrators said they will attempt to 
use as little paper as possible. 


This doesn't mean an end to written 


homework assignments. Students will 
just be asked to write on both sides of 
the paper. 


Viso said the district's suppliers make 


no promises about eventual delivery and 
we are going to ration the supply we 
have. 


Schools still await gasoline for buses 


School starts Tuesday but officials of 


High School Dlst. 211 are still waiting for 
gasoline to operate the district's school 
buses. 


"We have been assured that we'll have 


gas," said Dist. 211 business manager 
James Slater, who said the district has 
verbal commitments from two suppliers, 
Bell Finer Fuels In Chicago and Gaare 
Oil Co., In Palatine. 


Claude Bailey, director of . trans- 


portation and driver education at Dlst. 
211, is getting anxious. The gas supply 


and a Lion 


was supposed to arrive Friday, he said, 
but it didn't come. Yesterday he said 
some gas was being delivered and the 
supplier promised to deliver 8,000 gallons 
by Sept. 1. 


Slater said he isn't worried that the 


district's 88 buses will roll on Tuesday 
morning. But, he said, there is a short- 
age of gasoline and the district won't be 
able to buy as much gas as it did last 
year. Both suppliers have promised 90 
per cent of last year's allocation. 


Teachers will have to cut down on the 


number of field trips for students to 
make up the difference, said Slater. If 
the supply runs short the district will 
have to make some other cutbacks, he 
said. 


MEANWHILE THREE new gasoline 


storage tanks that the district recently 
purchased for $28,000 are empty. Two 
tanks, one holding 2,000 gallons at Pala- 
tine High School, and one for 10,000 gal- 
lons at Hoffman Estates High School, 
were installed'underground this summer 


and a third, holding 10,000 gallons, will 
be Installed at Schaumburg High School. 


The tanks were purchased for the sake 


of efficiency, said Slater. Last year the 
district had gas tanks at two of the 
schools, Conant and Fremd high schools. 


By installing a tank at the other schools, 
buses will no longer have to be driven to 
a central location to fill up with gas. The 
additional tanks will also allow the dis- 
trict to buy gas In greater volume, hope- 
fully at a lower cost, Slater said.

"I think it's caused by a low voltage 


supply and our meter checks substan- 
tiate this. However, the electric company 
assured me it can't be n and they of- 


fered to test our supply source also," 
Viso said. 


LEN MANCZAK, Edison service repre- 


sentative to Dist. 54, said the power com- 
pany did not reduce power yesterday. 
"We did have a five per cent reduction 
Monday but have not since reduced pow- 
er In this area," he said. 


Viso said he is worried that air condi- 


tioning units and circulation systems in 
some schools will be damaged. 


"Something is wrong and to provide 


double Insurance I plan to bring in an 
electric contractor for a meter reading of 
our supply lines," Vlso said. 


Manczak said extreme heat could be 


responsible for the districts problems. 
"A motor can be excessively hot from 


surrounding high temperatures and then, 
when it Is turned on, gets overheated and 
burns up," he pointed out. 


Viso said low Initial voltage supplied to 


a motor creates the same problem. When 
a motor is not getting enough voltage it 
has to operate harder or pull more am- 
perage to start working. In a way it 
burns itself out trying to do it's job," 
said Viso. 


"I'm taking every precaution and test- 


Ing out all our equipment as well as the 
power supply," be said. Main concern ls 
the junior high schools with fixed win- 
dows and circulation and air conditioning 
systems. "If the weather stays hot and 
we keep blowing fuses things can be un- 
comfortable," he wdd.

He 
said Atcher replied in writing to Blbo an- 
swering as many questions as could be 
satisfied at that time. 


COSTE SAID Trustee Raymond Kes- 


sell has made himself available to 
Knightsbridge residents on a continuing 
basis to listen to problems and try to 
help with solutions. 


Costo also told of meeting with Her- 


man last week when the builder prom- 
ised that a sidewalk along Jones Road 
leading to Churchill School promised 
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when the subdivision was approved, will 
be Installed by the time school opens. 


Concerning the lack of public improve- 


ments, Coste said the village holds a 
$75,000 performance bond posted by Her- 
man which "would more than do the job. 
But this money cannot be used in any 
fashion on private property. 


"Everything that the village has — the 


performance bond, Inspection reports, a 
Metropolitan Sanitary District permit for 
the retention pond and occupancy per- 
mits — all records are a matter of public 
record and are available at the clerk's 
office at all times to anyone who is inter- 
ested," Coste said. 


He was referring to residents who 


recently expressed doubt that these docu- 
ments exist and are on file in the village. 


RESIDENTS HAVE asked that Prince 


Charles Road, one of two major streets 
in the development, be paved in final 
form. Coste says this cannot be done un- 
til units three and four are completed 
because the road provides access to con- 
struction areas. 


Last April the village approved units 


three and four of the subdivision but re- 
fused to grant building permits to Her- 
man until problems in the first two units 
had been rectified. 


"All streets in Knightsbridge are vil- 


lage streets and have been recorded as 
such," Coste added responding to resi- 
dents claims that Schaumburg has not 
yet assumed responsibility for their 
streets. 


Coste admitted that building code vio- 


lations had been discovered in Knights- 
bridge but not to the extent residents 
claim. 


"ANY PROBLEMS that arc other than 


code violations probably constitute a 
breach of contract between owners and 
Nick Herman," Coste observed. 


Any owners who cannot get Herman to 


solve problems In their houses may in- 
itiate legal action In which the village 
will join, he added. 


"But, as the offended party, the owner 


must be the one who Initiates the ac- 
tion," he said. 


Herman could not be reached for com- 


ment. 


Village won't recognize state 
authority on employe firings 
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The Village of Hoffman Estates yester- 


day refused to recognize the jurisdiction 
of the Illlnlos Department of Labor in a 
dispute with 28 former public works em- 
ployes. 


While the village refused to participate 


In tho first fact-finding hearing involving 
municipal labor relations in the depart- 
ment's history, the former employes pre- 
sented roughly six hours of testimony. 
One of their witnesses gave the first pub- 
lic indication of a break in the solidarity 
of the village board on the firing of 28 
men. 


At the opening of the hearing, Village 


Atty. Edward Hofcrt Informed Hearing 
Officer Donald Johnson, administrative 
assistant in tho labor department that 
the village denied the department's au- 
thority to Investigate municipal labor re- 
lations. Referring to statutes creating 
and outlining powers of the department, 
Hofcrt said they "do not apply to munici- 
pal corporations, home rule corporations 
and agencies of state government." 


ALTHOUGH JOHNSON and Richard 


Schnndlg, legal advisor to the depart- 
ment, disputed Hofcrt's claim and 
"strongly request (cd)" the village par- 
ticipate, Hofcrt still refused. While John- 
son has said he has power to subpoena 
witnesses, no village officials were sub- 
poenaed. 


However, later in the proceedings, Vil- 


lage Clerk Helen Woznlak testified In re- 
sponse to comments on a petition urging 
the village board to mediate the dispute 
after it had fired tho men. 


Among witnesses called by the employ-

(with the exception of Schaumburg Park 
District pools), with a fee of $50 for out- 
door facilities and $100 for Indoor pools, 
and nursing homes, with a $100 fee. All 
fees are paid annually. 


Adjustments are also being made In li- 


censing fees for vending machines in- 
creasing the cost to-a minimum of $80 
and a maximum of $100. These fees are 
based on prices charged for Items in the 
machines, according to Trustee Denis 
Lcdgcrwood, finance chairman. 


Fees for banks and savings and loon 


associations will be increased from $15 to 
$50 and contractors licenses will go up 
from $15 to $35 under the revisions.

Mount Shire 
liquor case— 
an unusual one 


by TOM VAN MALDER 


A news analysis 


Liquor license hearings can, on occa- 


sion, bring out crowds of very concerned 
citizens to Mount Prospect Village Board 
of Trustee* meetings. 


And current hearings on a requested 


club or general bar license for the Mount 
Shlro Club, 1841 W. Golf Road have done 
just that — bring out the crowds. 


However, there Is a difference this 


time. Not only arc some citizens coming 
to complain, but another group Is coming 
to speak in favor of granting the license. 


As In most liquor license cases heard 


In the village, neighboring homeowner* 
have emerged to protest the granting of 
any license. 


It has been, however, very rare for a 


liquor license request to capture the in- 
terest of the whole community. And vil- 
lage ministers stopped speaking against 
liquor licenses at board meetings In the 
early 1960s. 


What makes the Mount Shire case dif- 


ferent is that the license Is sought for a 
club used by the tenants of Salvatorc Dl- 
Mucci's Mount Shire Apartments, and 
the tenants want to be able to drink In 
their club. 


The club was operated as a bottle club, 


with members bringing their own liquor 
or buying bottles through the club oper- 
ators, until Cook County Sheriff's police 
and local police arrested two club em- 
ployes last month for sale of beer with- 
out state or local liquor licenses. Since 
then, DIMucci has closed the club and 
asked the village for a license. 


THERE ARE now 29 liquor licenses in 


the village covering bars, restaurants, 
package stores and clubs. Another li- 
cense was recently approved for a res- 
taurant at Sandhurst Shopping Center 
but It will not be Issued until the restau- 
rant Is built. In 1957, there were only five 
liquor licenses. 


Yet while the number of. licenses has 


grown from five to 29, the village's popu- 
lation has grown from less than 20,000 to 
46,400. Almost every village adminis- 
tration has Insisted each license request 
be considered on Its own merit, although 
most have considered a larger population 
u ample Justification for more licenses.

censes hove caused any general con- 
troversy. They were for Meeske's Super 
Market, Butch McGuire's Pub and 
Farmer Cooper's Restaurant. 


When Meeske's sought Its license to 


sell beer and wine In packages only, 
many people objected because they felt a 
precedent would be set. Meeske's was 
the first grocery store to request a li- 
cense. 


In March, 1962, a license was created 


for the store. The license eventually be- 
came a full liquor license and then was 
abandoned completely when Meeske's 
found the selling of liquor to be too much 
of a bother. 


In 1968 and 1969. a general uproar re- 


sulted from the request of Farmer Coop- 
er's on Kensington Road for a beer and 
wine license.* After several attempts, 
Cooper never managed to get a license. 


ACCORDING TO Mayor Robert D. Tel- 


chert, who was a village trustee at the 
time, Cooper was defeated not because 
his few neighbors objected (as they did) 
but because the license became a politi- 
cal issue. 


When Cooper asked to open his restau- 


rant he did not seek commercial zoning 
but rather a variation for the residential 
zoning he already had. Part of the agree- 
ment granting that variation was that li- 
quor could never be sold qn the property. 


Until recently, liquor never has been 


sold there. But last June after a rc-onlng 
a license was granted to Danny's Barn, a 
new restaurant on the same Farmer 
Cooper site. 


The third battle was over the Butch 


McGuire's license In 1969. Tcichcrt said 
the battle was pointless because the tav- 
ern already had a license from the coun- 
ty prior to annexation, and by law the 
village had to honor that license by 
granting a village license. Yet telephone 
calls and letters deluged the village 
board during the time of the hearing!). 


Butch McGuire's got the license. 
The number of now liquor licenses has 


Increased at a fairly steady pace the last 
few years. There were three new licenses 
each year In 1969 and 1970. In 1971, only 
two new licenses were Issued, and there 
were four in 1972. (One of the 1972 licens- 
es was to sell Imported wines in a store 
at Randhurst). 


This year the board has created two 


licenses and approved a third for the 
Randhurst restaurant.

Maryville protest expected to continue

A parents' group opposing the Mary- 


ville School site will continue their pro- 
test despite an explanatory letter dis- 
tributed by River Trails Dist. 26 adminis- 
trators. 


Karen Zuck, representing the com- 


mittee for reconsideration of the school 
site, said she was not satisfied with the 
explanation given In the letter. 


"I still don't think the board made a 


sound judgment on the site. First they 
made the decision, then they hear the 
dissent," she said. "To me, It's back- 
wards as to the way Retzlaff (Dist. 26 
acting superintendent) says he's doing 
it." 


The parents group — formed after the 


board voted to place a new school for 
Maryville-students on the River Trails 
Junior High School site — presented a 
list of questions concerning the site to 
board members at the Aug. 21 meeting. 


The five questions dealt with requests 


and a Lion 


for copies of the educational specifica- 
tions, a building site description for the 
Junior high and a freeze on any work 
currently in progress on the new school. 


THE COMMITTEE also asked for an- 


swers on questions about the facilities of 
the new building and about purchase ne- 
gotiations for a school site. Also re- 
quested was information on who will pay 
for bus service for the Maryville stu- 
dents, whether the new school will serve 
all 'district children and whether the 
state demanded that the Maryville site 
be located at the junior high. 


In the nine-page letter, mailed to Dist. 


26 parents earlier this week, Acting Supt. 
James Retzlaff denied rumors the new 
facility would include a stadium and 
swimming pool. He also denied the con- 
tention the district "will initiate a pro- 
gram of integrating district students" 
into the new building. 


In response to parents' fears that Dist. 


26 staff members would not be able to 
contain "these problem children." Retz- 
laff said he has "too much faith and 
trust in the abilities of staff and adminis- 
tration ... to concede that suddenly they 
will be unable to cope with the future 
education of these students." 


Commenting on Retzlaff's statement, 


Mrs. Zuck said "it's not the staff I dis- 
trust." 


"IT'S THE administrators and board 


members I worry about," she said. "I 
think there has been a double standard 
at the junior high school as far as dis- 
cipline is concerned." 


Mrs. Zuck also expressed fears that 


the board will become "so wrapped up 
with this showplace (Maryville school)", 
they will neglect other schools in the dis- 
trict. 


She also objected to Retzlaff's "label- 


ing us as being against Maryville chil- 
dren." 


"We want what's best for the children 


also — all of the children," she said. 


Mrs. Zuck said a recent commu- 


nication from the state Office of Public 
Instruction said 27 acres was the "ideal 
size" for a junior high school site. She 
noted that the River Trails site is only 12 
acres. 


The parents committee will be dis- 


tributing fliers encouraging parents to 
attend the Sept. 4 meeting of the school 
board. Board members said they will ex- 
plain their choice of sites for the Mary- 
ville school at the meeting. 


"The board stated at their last meeting 


they want to be truly responsive to trie 
community's wishes," Mrs. Zuc k said. 
"We want our thoughts to be known to 
the board."

The new Maryville school will be de- 


signed specifically for "socially malad- 
justed and culturally deprived" young- 
sters with "varying degrees of emotional 
Instability." 


According to education specifications 


drawn up by the River Trails School 
Dist. 26 administration, the school will 
need more'specialized features'than a 
regular elementary school because of the 
distinctive needs of the children. 


In addition to the usual primary, Inter- 


mediate and junior high classrooms, the 
specifications call for exceptional educa- 
tion rooms, vocational education rooms, 
physical education facilities and areas 
for privacy and Isolation. 


The exceptional education rooms are 


needed to meet the, needs of children 
with learning disabilities, mentally re- 
tarded youngsters and children with 
emotional problems. 


Because the youngsters attending the 


Maryville school will need individualized 
instruction, the building will need 20 
classrooms large enough to house eight 
students each. The school would include 
four primary, eight intermediate (4-54) 
and eight junior high rooms. 


SINCE MARYVILLE students spend 


most of their time in an institution "with 
huge rooms, ... open dormitories and .. 
. forbidden surroundings," the report 
recommends the architects design a 
"homey, comfortable, inviting quiet" 
building. 


The report also suggests the building 


be flexible enough to Include areas for 
small and large group activities, re- 
source areas and tutorial space. 


Offices for a social worker, psy- 


chologist, nurse and counselor are called 
for In the specifications. A testing room 
and conference room are also Included. 


Suggestions for the vocational educa- 


tion area include space for home eco- 
nomics, industrial arts, arts and craftsr~ 


Dist. 26 administrators asked for' a 


physical education facility consisting of a 
multi-purpose room and locker-shower 
area. A small therapy pool would also be 
Included. 


Included in the specifications Is a 


request for two padded isolation rooms in 
the counseling area for youngsters "in an 
overwrought state of mind." 


Noting that the Maryville youngsters 


value privacy very highly, the report 
recommends that private areas In the 
form of partitions, room dividers and 
study carrels be Installed In each class- 
room.

Dist. 26 acting Supt. James Retzlaff 


said educational specifications are rec- 
ommendations the administrators would 
like Included in the building. He said tin 
final building plan will not necessarily 
contain all the items requested.

Police "pinched" Wills. 80, on charges 


of disorderly conduct and public In- 
decency after they found him sunning his 
bare backside in his backyard at 7102 
Meadowbrook Dr., Hanover Park. 


Two plalnclothes detectives were re- 


sponding to a complaint filed about 2 
p.m. at the police station by a citizen. 


Wills staged tho brownlng-ln-the-buff 


Incident with help from his lawyer, Wll- 
Ilam Stukas. Wills hopes to provide a test 
case on the question of the legality of 
nude sunbathing. 


Tho self-proclaimed nude sun bather, 


who was released on $1,000 bond, Is 
scheduled to appear at 9:30 a m. Sept. 20 
In the Schaumburg branch of the Circuit 
Court. 


AKREST1NG OFFICERS said they had 


been aware of "Mr. Wills' intentions," 
but added that they did not know tho in- 
cident would take place until the com- 
plainant came to tho station. Wills said 
part of tho plans included a specially 
picked complainant who would walk by 
and report It to tho police. 


"I'm doing It primarily from a reli- 


gious motivation, you might say," Wills 
said. 


"I'm not afraid of getting arrested. 


Jesus Christ was arrested, and he was 
right," he added. 


Wills, a marketing statistician for a 


housewares firm, went Into his back- 
yard about 2 p.m. Tho yard Is about 50 
by 60 feet with a chain-link fence around 
tho perimeter. Tho neighbors have an 
unobstructed view of Wills' backyard. 


Wills had spread out a white towel in 


tho northeast corner of tho yard next to 
tho house. Ho sat down and talked to his 
wife who was whispering from a nearby 
window. 


Ho waited a minute, and then gingerly 


slipped his pants off. Ho lay with only 
tho backside exposed. 


HE SAID HE WAS not really embar- 


rassed to take his clothes off, but added, 
"If there was a group of 30 or 40 persons 
along tho fence yelling and screaming, 
then It might be a little embarrassing." 


A neighbor couple did not seem to take 


note of Wills' nude body, but a few min- 
utes later a female voice called out, 
"Apparently, It doesn't bother you that I 
have two toon-aged girls out here." 


Tho detectives then walked through tho 


backyard gale and advised Wills of his 
constitutional rights. Wills put on his 
clothes, was handcuffed and taken to tho 
police station for booking procedures. 


Wills sold ho at one tlmo had opposed 


pornography In Chicago. He added that 
his life took a ISO-degree turn when he 
had an "awakening" one night. 


"I was sleeping one night. And I 


thought, 'Who is higher than the Su- 
preme Court? God of course,' and God 
made us nude when we were born. The 
Bible docs not say nudity Is bad," Wills, 
who says he Is a religious man, added. 


He recalled that his wife and his oldest 


daughter were somewhat against his in- 
tentions and that his youngest daughter 
"had a freer mind." 


"I've gone nude sun-bathing In DuPage 


County. I have my place," he said. "I'm 
not doing it (protesting) just for myself, 
but for a cause." 


AS COMPARED TO topless and bot- 


tomless bars, adult magazines and mov- 
ies and nude bathing beaches around the 
world, he said nude sun bathing is noth- 
ing. 


"There's nothing wrong with nudity. 


And there's nothing wrong with sunbath- 
ing," Wills said. "Two rights make a 
third right."

The two worked together as auto 
mechanics at Laurel Motors, 280 E. Og- 
den Ave., In Westmont and had been liv- 
ing together in the Des Plaines apart- 
ment for about four months. 


The incident occurred about 6:30 p.m. 


Police said Schmidt began shooting at 
his roommate immediately after Kllen 
returned from a shopping trip carrying 
bags of groceries. 


Police said they were alerted by a 


building resident who was aroused by the 
gunblasts. Several other residents also 
told police they were startled by the 
shots. 


Police, who arrived on the scene about 


a minute later, nabbed Schmidt as he 
walked onto a terrace outside the first- 
floor apartment. 


Police said they found Mien's body ly- 


ing on the floor of an adjacent apart- 
ment, after following a trail of blood 
from the terrace near where Klien was 
shot. 


He had apparently slagged Into the 


next apartment through the terrace door 
in search of help before he fell, while the 
residents had run Into the hall through 
the front door to investigate the gun- 
shots, police said. 


An automatic pistol, used in the shoot- 


ing as well as a shotgun propped against 
a sofa were found during a police search 


of Schmidt's 'apartment, according to re- 
ports. Police had not learned yesterday 
afternoon if the guns were registered. 


It was also noticed during the search 


that some bedroom furniture had been 
overturned and a telephone had been rip- 
ped from the wall, according to reports.

The sus- 
pect had been in the U.S. about three 
>ears and speaks little English. He is not 
a U.S. citizen. 


Schmidt will be returned to Des 


Plaines branch of Cook County Circuit 
Court for a hearing Sept. 6.

; After three days of frantic search, 
^however, village officials announced that 
they believed Seymour was a non-poi- 
sonous rat snake. Officials based this 
Opinion on testimony from a snake ex- 
jcrt who examined a shedded skin which 
police said came from the escaped 
•wiakc. 
* Pearson was unaware of the village 
Dotting ready to bill or sue him until con- 
tacted by The Herald yesterday. 
I "I WOULD TAKE It to the highest 
icourt I could find," Pearson said when 
Tisked about the possibility of the village 
•Initiating civil action In the courts to col- 
Hect the damages. 
' Tho decision to attempt to bill Pearson 
.for the search costs came in the form of 


a resolution which was passed by a 6-0 
vote of the village board Monday night. 


The resolution states that the village 


should determine the cost of the search 
and present a bill to Pearson. In the 
event Pearson cannot or will not pay the 
bill, the resolution directs the village at- 
torney to Initiate the civil action. 


In proposing the resolution, Trustee 


Thomas Mahoney said he did not think 
village taxpayers should be forced to pay 
for a search that was caused by the neg- 
ligence of one resident. 


Pearson said yesterday, however, that 


he did not feel he had been guilty of any 
negligence in connection with the snake. 


IN DISPUTING THE charge of negli- 


gence Pearson said he informed the po- 
lice that he was keeping the snakes the 
second day after he received them for 
safekeeping from Eugene Bowling, a 
Wheeling friend. This was about a month 
and a half ago, he said. 


He said-he invited Buffalo Grove police 


officer Charles Weldner In to look at the 
snakes, which included Seymour, two 
boa snakes and a water snake. 


In addition, Pearson said he and Bowl- 


ing asked Weldner to check on the legal- 
ity of keeping the snakes. He said he of-

Instead of tho folksy clamor 
of farmers and their llfcblood, the ani- 
mals they raise, there was only a silent 
Wind blowing over the straw-covered arc- 
pa and empty bleachers at the Future of 
America sale. 
• Ray Miltz, director of the livestock 
show, wistfully shook his head and 
blamed tho situation on tho meat price 
calling. Some 100 exhibitors brought their 
steers, hogs and lambs to bo poked and 
scrutinized by judges from universities 
around tho country. 


Those farmers and breeders came 


from Indiana, Iowa and Illinois. One rea- 
son they came was for tho judging. But 
another big reason was the hope of sell- 
log their animals for a better price than 
they could get In the regular market- 
place. 
;"lT SEEMS THAT the farmers came 
hoping to find a more receptive market, 
one with buyers willing to pay out more 
for this livestock than they would give 
for other animals. 


When It became clear that tho auction

fered to remove the snakes immediately 
If there was any law prohibiting them or 
if he was presented by a petition signed 
by 50 village residents asking for remov- 
al of the snakes. 


ABOUT A WEEK later the police told 


Pearson that he could legally keep the 
snakes, Pearson said. While the police 
have confirmed the entire incident, po- 
lice chief Harry Walsh has said that the 
department was mistakenly acting on 
"bad advice." 


Pearson also said he would refuse to 


pay for the search costs because he dis- 
approved of the manner In which police 
conducted the snake hunt. 


Pearson said although he had con- 


sented to the shoot-to-kill order which po- 
lice Issued, he felt that the shotguns used 
In the snake hunt were both unnecessary 
and dangerous. He also said he felt po- 
lice should not have started the search at 
the house and then moved outward, as 
they did, since Pearson said he thought 
this would tend to drive the snake away. 


Although Pearson voiced criticism of 


the police methods In hunting Seymour, 
he said Monday that he was following a 
police recommendation to avoid further 
public comment on the snake itself. He 
said the recommendation was aimed at 
preventing the further spread of public 
panic over the snake. 


THUS, HE REFUSED to comment on 


whether he thought Seymour was a rat 
snake or a cobra snake. 


He did say, however, that he planned 


to go with a police officer to a zoo where 
he could identify a snake which looked 
like Seymour. 


Pearson described the snake as being 


black, red, and gold. 


"I also knew that the snake had a 


hood, because it tried to bite me a few 
times," he said. 


Village Attorney Richard Raysa yes- 


terday said when he was first consulted 
about the potential suit against Pearson 
he had expressed the opinion that tho 
search costs could be recovered. How-

If further legal research reveals that a

Police 're-buff ills plans 
Sunbather bares his, er, soul... 


Jim Wilts bared his soul yesterday af- 


ternoon, but his birthday suit was a little 
loo much for Hanover Park police. 


Police "pinched" Wills. 50, on charges 


of disorderly conduct and public In- 
decency after they found him sunning his 
bare backside In his backyard at 7102 
Meadowbrook Dr., Hanover Park. 


Two plalnclothcs detectives were re- 


sponding to a complaint filed about 2 
p m. at the police station by a citizen. 


Wills staged the browning-ln-tho-buff 


Incident with help from his lawyer. Wil- 
liam Stukas. Wills hopes to provide a test 
case on the question of the legality of 
nude sunbathing. 


The self-proclaimed nude sun bather, 


who was released on $1,000 bond, is 
scheduled to appear at 0:30 a.m. Sept. 20 
In the Schaumburg branch of the Circuit 
Court. 


ARRESTING OFFICERS said they had 


been aware of "Mr. Wills' Intentions." 
but added that they did not know the In- 
cident would take place until the com- 


plainant came to the station. Wills said 
part of the plans included a specially 
picked complainant who would walk by 
and report It to the police. 


"I'm doing It primarily from a reli- 


gious motivation, you might say," Wills 
sold. 


"I'm not afraid of getting arrested. 


Jesus Christ was arrested, and he was 
right," he added. 


Wills, a marketing statistician for a 


houscwarcs firm, went into his back- 
yard about 2 p.m. The yard is about 50 
by 60 feet with a chain-link fence around 
the perimeter. The neighbors have an 
unobstructed view of Wills' backyard. 


Wills had spread out a white towel in 


the northeast corner of the yard next to 
the house. He sat down and talked to his 
ulfc who was whispering from a nearby 
window. 


He waited a minute, and then gingerly 


slipped his pants off. He lay with only 
the backside exposed. 


HE SAID HE WAS not really embar- 


rassed to take his clothes off, but added, 
"If there was a group of 30 or -to persons 
along the fence yelling and screaming, 
then it might be a little embarrassing." 


A neighbor couple did not seem to take 


note of Wills' nude body, but a few min- 
utes later a female voice called out, 
"Apparently, it doesn't bother you that I 
have two teen-aged girls out here." 


The detectives then walked through the 


backyard gate and advised Wills of his 
constitutional rights. Wills put on his 
clothes, was handcuffed and taken to the 
police station for booking procedures. 


Wills said he at one time had opposed 


pornography in Chicago. He added that 
his life took a ISO-degree turn when he 
had an "awakening" one night. 


"I was sleeping one night. And I

world, he said nude sun bathing Is noth- 
ing. 


"There's nothing wrong with nudity. 


And there's nothing wrong with sunbath- 
ing," Wills said. "Two rights make a 
third right."

Keeper says he won't pay 
cost for big snake hunt

Although Buffalo Grove officials say 


they ore continuing with plans to bill Da- 
vid Pearson for costs of the recent vil- 
lage snako hunt, the youth stated flatly 
that ho would not pay. 


The snake hunt developed Saturday af- 


ternoon when Pearson, 18, told police 
that Seymour, which he described as 
being a deadly cobra snake, escaped 
from his residence at 56!) Maple Dr. 


After three days of frantic search, 


however, village officials announced that 
they believed Seymour was a non-poi- 
sonous rat snake. Officials based this 
opinion on testimony from a snake ex- 
port who examined a shedded skin which 
police said came from the escaped 
snake. 


Pearson was unaware of the village 


getting ready to bill or sue him until con- 
tacted by The Herald yesterday. 


"I WOULD TAKE It to the highest 


court I could find," Pearson sold when 
asked about the possibility of the village 
Initialing civil action In tho courts to col- 
lect the damages. 


The decision to attempt to bill Pearson 


for the search costs came In the form of 
a resolution which was passed by a CM) 
vote of tho village board Monday night. 


The resolution states that tho village 


should determine the cost of tho search 
and present a bill to Pearson. In tho 
event Pearson cannot or will not pay the 
bill, the resolution directs the village at- 
torney to Initiate the civil action. 


In proposing tho resolution, Trustee 


Thomas Mahoncy sold he did not think 
village taxpayers should be forced to pay 
for a search that was caused by the neg- 
ligence of one resident. 


Pearson said yesterday, however, that 


ho did not feel he had been guilty of any 
negligence In connection with the snake. 


IN DISPUTING THE charge of negli- 


gence Pearson said he Informed the po- 
lice that ho was keeping the snakes tho 
second day after he received them for 
safekeeping from Eugene Bowling, a 
Wheeling friend. This was about a month 
and a half ago, he said. 


He said he Invited Buffalo Grove police 


officer Charles Wcldncr In to look at tho 
snakes, which included Seymour, two 
boa snakes and a water snake. 


In addition, Pearson said ho and Bowl- 


ing asked Wcldner to check on the legal- 
ity of keeping the snakes. He said ho of- 
fered to remove the snakes immediately 
If there was any law prohibiting them or 
if he was presented by a petition signed 
by so village residents asking for remov- 
al of the snakes. 


ABOUT A WEEK later tho police told 


Pearson that he could legally keep the 
snakes, Pearson said. While the police 
have confirmed the entire incident, po- 
lice chief Harry Walsh has said that the 
department was mistakenly acting on 
"bad advice." 


Pearson also said ho would refuse to

counseling, 'to help the parents recognize 
and work out the problems between them 
that are affecting the child. 


The child is not allowed, however, to

bilingual jtudcnU. 
• Dlst. 21 serves Wheeling, Buffalo 
Orovo and portions of Arlington Heights 
and Mount Prospect. 


Special Instruction for gifted and bilin- 


gual students has been available on a 
limited basis in the district, but this year 
both programs will be more Intensive. 
• The term "gifted" has traditionally ap- 
.piled to those children who exhibit in- 
tellectual development beyond their 
•years. According to Asst. Supt. Mnrjorle 
.'Bou, the philosophy behind the Dlst. 21 
"program Is much broader. 


"EVERY YOUNGSTER has the poten- 


tial to bo gifted in some area," she said. 
''We have to Identify that area and then 
help him develop it by challenging him." 
• A new gifted program coordinator, Lar- 
ry Chose, has been hired by the district 
1o work with teachers in devising activi- 
ties to stimulate children who express a 
special interest In a particular area. 


Chose will spend some time each week in 
each of the schools in the district. 


As part of the gifted children program, 


Miss Beu said Chose may help teachers 
develop special classes for children inter- 
ested in literature, art, music and sci- 
ence. 


"We plan to offer gifted activities in 


almost every area on every grade level," 
she said. Miss Beu added that a child 
who Is particularly proficient in one area 
may be called upon to help others Inter- 
ested in that subject. 


"NO SIATTER where a child is on the 


achievement ladder, someday he'll have 
to function with all people," Miss Beu 
said. "I feel we haven't given the kids on 
tho high end of the ladder enough help."

An automatic pistol, used In the shoot- 


ing as well as a shotgun propped against 
a sofa were found during a police search 
of Schmidt's apartment, according to re- 
ports. Police had not learned yesterday 
afternoon If the guns were registered. 


It was also noticed during the search 


that some bedroom furniture had been 
overturned and a telephone had been rip- 
ped from the wait, according to reports. 
Schmidt had reportedly stayed home 
from work that day. 


State's attorneys had difficulty ques- 


tioning Schmidt Tuesday night. The sus- 
pect had been in the U.S. about three 
years and speaks little English. He is not 
a U.S. citizen. 


Schmidt will bo returned to DCS 


Plalnes branch of Cook County Circuit 
Court for a hearing Sept. 6.

bilingual students in Dirt. 21 speak Span- 
ish in addition to English. 


The program, funded by the Illinois Of- 


fice of the Superintendent of Instruction, 
is designed to teach bilingual students to 
function In both Spanish and English. 


BEGINNING IN September, there will 


be two full-time bilingual teachers at 
Hawthorne School, one at Holmes Junior 
High School and two itinerant teachers 
who will travel regularly to other schools 
In the district to tutor the approximately 
178 Spanish-speaking students currently 
enrolled. 


Parks to spend 
$71,000 to fix 
field house 


The park district in Arlington Heights 


will spend $71,000 on renovating the Pio- 
neer Park field house damaged by fire in 
mid-June. 


The fire, believed to have been started 


by a short circuit In a fan, resulted In 
park programs being held at other park 
facilities. 


Complete remodeling is expected to be 


completed within six weeks, said Thomas 
Thornton, director of parks and recrea- 
tion. 


The park board also recently approved 


for an aerial topography on the 138-acre 
Nike base site. The aerial mappings will 
be used for preparing development plans 
for a golf course on the 12Mi acres that 
was conveyed to the park district by the 
federal government earlier this month. 


The mapping project will cost $1,575 


and will be completed within the next 30 
days. 


In other matters, the park district will 


lease additional facilities at Recreation 
Park for the children who require special 
education under the North Suburban Spe- 
cial Education Organization. Pro-school 
park programs normally scheduled' at 
Recreation Park will be held at Windsor 
School this year. 


One bilingual Instructor will handle 


students at Alcott, Sandburg and Field 
schools and the other teacher will work 
with students at Twain and Whitman 
schools.

Miss Beu said part of the bilingual pro- 


gram will Include Instruction In the his- 
tory and the culture of Spanish-speaking 
peoples. 


"We plan to integrate culture as part 


of the social studies instruction to also 
expose the other children to Spanish cul- 
ture." 


Until now, bilingual Instruction for 


Spanish-speaking students has been of- 
fered only at Hawthorne School in Wheel- 
Ing.
